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UNDER SUSPENDED RULES 


MISCHIEVOUS LEGISLATION IN 
THE HOUSE. 

THE RAILROAD LOBBY DEFEATED—EXPEN- 
SIVE EDUCATIONAL AND PENSION 
SCHEMES—AN IMPUDENT REBEL CLAIM. 

Wasnineton, Jan. 15.—A day set apart 
in the House for motions under asuspension of 
the rules never tails to bring to the surface 
jobs and bills of a questionable character. For 
this reason, the work of the House on such @ 
day is peculiarly interesting to an observer. 

To-day was the first field day of this sort in 
the present session, but, inasmuch as the busi- 
ness was confied to motions presented by com- 
mittees, the debates and votes were less inter- 
esting than the bysiness done on those days 
when individual members are allowed to urge 
the passage of their pet bills. 

- The work under a suspension of the rules 
began to-day witb a motion made by Mr. But- 
terworth, on bebalf of the Committee on 
Pacific Railroads, that a resolution should be 
adopted fixing a day (Jan. 24) for the consid- 
sration of the two railroad bills described in 
Tae Tores of Sunday morning—one author- 
izing the consolidation of the monopoly rail- 
way iines of Gould and Huntington from San 
Francisco to the Mississippi River, and the 
other compelling the Kansas Pacific to pay 
taxes on its land, putting three roads un- 
der the Thurman Sinking Fund law, and con- 
taining, in addition, a provision authorizing 
the Government to invest the sinking fund 
money of the Union Pacific and Central Pa- 
cific Companies in the first mortgage bonds of 
those two roads. The fact that the second bill 
contains this important provision does not 


seem to be known in the House, but it will be 
discovered and pointed out at the proper time, 
The debate, limited to 30 minutes, was almost 
entirely devoted to the consolidation bill. Mr. 
Converse, of Ohio, was the most vigorous op- 
ponent of the scheme, which he denounced 
ras the most mischievous piece of legislation 
which had been proposed in the Forty-seventh 
Co: He described at some length the 
work of the Central Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific monopoly, and the manner in which com- 
petition had been crushed without the sanction 
of law, which the monopolists now sought to 
have enacted. Mr. Reagan declared that the 
bill veiled, in general terms, all that was in- 
tended to be accomplished by it, and this led 
Mr. Hazleton, a member of the committee, to 
advertise that the bill would be supported 





by law and its merits. While the 
vote was being taken the well-known 
Washington agents of the great rail- 


road kings watched the proceedings with 
iar interest from the gallery. When the 
llers had finished, and no more members 
offered their votes, it was apparent that the 
Tailroads had been defeated by two or three 
votes. The Speaker began to announce the 
vote, but only three words, ‘‘The vote is—” 
had passed his lips when he hesitated and de- 
layed the announcement for about one minute, 
while Mr. Hazleton was hastily trying to 
fiod enough more votes to turn the scale. 
He could not get them, and at last the 
Speaker was forced to complete his 
sentence and deciare that the vote was 101 
yeas to 53 nays, or 2 votes less than the re- 
uired two-thirds majority. So the House re- 
to fix a day, although the vote indicates 
that the bills might pass if they could get be- 
fore the House under the rules. 

The next bill in relation to which a motion 
was made involves en appropriation of $50,- 
000,000. Mr. Sherwin, of illinois, in behalf of 
the Committee on Education, moved that Jan. 
20 should be set apart for the consideration 
of bis bill, which provides that the 
Government shall give $10,000,000 for five 
years, for the support of common schools, the 
money to be distributed in the States where 
there are the most illiterate persons. This ap- 
ao is intended for the benefit, of course, 
of the illiterate in Southern States. Mr. Flower 
saw an opportunity and embraced it by mak- 
ing a@ little speech in favor of a reduction of 
taxes. He reminded the House that every 
business interest was paralyzed because Con- 
gress had not acted upon the Revenue bills. 
Sach bills as this, in his opinion, ought to be 
postponed until after the settlement of the rev- 
enue questions. Mr. Springer said the House 
had ty of other work to do before adjourn- 
ment. Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, thought 
Southern voters ought to be educated, and Mr. 
Lynch, the well-known colored member, made 
& good speech in support of the bill, shrewdly 
sppealing to Southern Democrats by advo- 
cating it upon the ground that the Southern 
States had been impoverished by the war. The 
day was assign by a vote of 129 to 20, 
This result encourages the friends of the bill. 

The House has three committees on pensions. 
‘Into one of these ‘several Greenbackers were 
put, and irom this committee comes the bill to 
give every surviving soldier of the Mexican 
war and several Indian warsa pension of $8 
amonth. Mr. Rice, of Missouri, moved to-day 
that a day should be set apart for this bill, and 
the thort debate which followed was very in- 
teresting. The Commissioner of Pensions has 
shown in official documents that the cost of 

mch a law would be $102,500,000. The bill 
provides that the law excluding from the 
pension rolls those who served in the 
rebel army sball be repealed, for 
the reason that a great many of 

the Mexican veterans did serve in the Confed- 
grate Army. Mr. Willis asked tor a vote at 
pnee, instead of the assignment of a day, say- 
ng that the Government could not now pay 
$100,000,000 a year in pensions if the Mexican 
soldiers had not conquered an empire. He 
was of the opinion that a statue of solid geld 
and a pension of $1,000 a month would be poor 
compensation for each one of these veterans, 
Gen. Joe Wheeler, who was sworn in to- 
day, also advocated the bill, but Mr. 
Brown, of Indiena, Chairman of the working 
Committee on Pensions, made an excellent 
\speech against it. This speech contained the 
| main arguments against the whole scheme. 
‘He was opposed to granting pensions except 
for disability. This bill would pension mil- 
lionaires and Senators and members of the 
House. It would puton therolls more than 
50,000 ns, at a cost of more than $100,- 
000,000. The Mexican vroldiers bad received 
bounty land warrants. No Government ought 
to dare to establish the precedent of pension- 
ing for service instead of for disability. To 
pension all these veterans now, 37 years after 

the Mexican war, would be to establish a 

recedent for pensioning, on the same basis, 

750,000 veterans or relatives of veterans of the 

war of the rebellion 20 years hence. Although 

he was metas to pension Confederate sol- 
diers, yet he did not oppose the bill on that 
ground. The vote was taken by yeas and 
mays, end the day was set apart by a vote of 

157 to 61. 

The last motion was one to allow the Rich- 
apond banks to sue in the Court of Claims to 
recover the money captured from the rebels 
while it was on its way from Richmona south- 
ward, in May, 1865. The sum in question is 
avout $100,000 in gold, a part of the treasure 
taken southward, after the fali of Richmond, 
by Capt. Strother to aa. Ga., and 
afterward covered into the United States 
Treasury a8 the spoils of war. Mr. George D. 
Wise, of Virginia, argued, with a loud ycice 
and many powerful gestures, that this 
money was the property of the Vir- 
ginia banks, and not the property of 
the Confederate Government. One of the Con- 
federate Cabinet, Mr. Reagan, who was at the 
time Acting Secretary of the Treasury, de- 
ctlared tbat there was no pretense that the 
Confederate Government had any right to the 
money. Mr: Braggand Mr. Holman, seeing 
that thier Democratic friends were going too 
far, turned upon them and showed from the 
committee’s report that the Richmond banks 
bad lent this money to the State, to be used for 
the support of the Confederate Army; that 
during the flight southward it was discovered 
phat the party would be cut off, and that for 

at reason, the object of the loan having 

n defeated, the persons holding the money 
agreed to return it to the banks, ey 
with the purpose of keeping it out of the bands 
of the victorious Union Army. Mr. Reed, of 

Maine, at last demolished the bill, although it 

bad been reported by the War Claims Com- 

mittee, by reading a report made in 1867, giv- 
ing the history of the loan and showing that 

Capt. Strother had no shadow of a right to act 

as the Administrator of the effects of the dead 

Confederacy and deprive the United States 
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of the spoils of war. He also showed that 
the bill proposed to allow the claimants to 
proceed without producing proof of loyalty, 
and asserted that if this privilege were to be 
given in this case it ought to have been given 
in all such cases of war claims. The country 
was tired of the subject, he declared, and it 
ought not to be reopened. Mr. Wise and the 
Richmond banks were then repudiated by the 
House by a vote of 64 to 128, the Democrats 
voting in favor of the bill, and thus indicating 
once more their willingness to admit the most 
questionable of rebel claims. This closed the 
proceedings for the day.

WasHINGTON, Jan. 15.--Mr. George O. 
Jones, Chairman of the National Committee 
of the National Greenback-Labor Party, will, 
in a few days, with the advice and approval of 
the members of Congress in sympathy with 
the National Party, issue an address to the 
public and call for a meeting of the National 
Committee in this city, to be held on or about 
Feb, 22. The address to be issued at this time 
will direct the attention of the people of the 
country to the assertion, which Mr. Jones 


insists upon as an unquestionable fact, 
that the National Party has shown by 
an increased vote that its aims and prin- 
ciples are approved more generally than 
ever before; that the two larger parties, 
Republican and Democratic, are given over to 
a merely sectional and factivnal struggle, in 
which allquestions of principle are subordi- 
nated to a consuming greed for the retention 
or capture of Government patronage; that the 
dominant perey in Congress, and also the 
party which will become the comtroiling one 
in the Forty-sighth Congress, are indifferent 
to allthe questions that are interesting the 
great masses of tax-payers, and instead of dis- 
cussing and legislating for the settlement 
of financial problems, the establishment 
of beneficent public works, the regu- 
lation of vast and rapidly growing rail- 
road and other monopolies, an the 
assuring of a free vote and an honest count in 
all the States in the Union, are now frittering 
away their time, pretending to domany things 
while they are only unsettling public business, 
pretending to favor a civil service reform with 
which neither Republicans nor Democrats have 
any real sympathy, pretending to favor a re- 
duction of the tariff and taxation while they 
are only fooling away veluable time, and will 
make no reductions which will help the people 
because the rich and powerful corporations 
that are absorbing the wealth of the country 
would thereby be interrupted in their evident 
purpose of subduing labor absolutely and sub- 
jecting it to perpetual oppression. Mr. Jones

GOSSIP OF THE CAPITAL. 
POSTMASTERS AS SUBSCRIPTION AGENTS— 
THE NEW-YORK PATRONAGE. 

Wasaineton, Jan. 15.—First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Hatton is receiving sub- 
scriptions for his Washington newspaper from 
several distant places to the Postmasters of 
which his circular was sent, and is much 
pleased with the first fruits of his plan to en- 
list the Postmasters in the service. 

The report telegraphed to THz Tres a few 
deys ago that the President would not inter- 
fere immediately with any of the Federal of- 
fice-holders in New-York was to-day confirmed 
by a gentleman who is usually well informed 


about the purposes of the President. He says 
that while Mr. John R, Liydecher. of New-York, 
is willing to take the place of naval officer, 
and expects to receive the commission in time 
to occupy Col. Burt’s place soon after the ex- 

iration of that gentleman’s termin February, 

e has not seught the nomination personally, 
but has allowed his friends to press his case. 
Mr. Lydecker is here, and has nothing to say 
about the matter himself. Among some of 
the politicians here the opinion is expressed 
that the President will not, after all, put Mr. 
Cooper in Collector Robertson’s place. One of 
them said this morning: ‘‘ There wouid be 
nothing gained. by such a removal. Robert- 
son is a politician, and will not do anything to 
offend the Administration. Cooper might in- 
tend to do weil, but he is a business man 
merely, and might commit some very serious 
political mistakes. Better let well enough 
alone.” There is no reason to suppose that the 
attitude of a majority of the Senate toward 
the proposed removals has changed since the 
last report. 

Now that Mr. Olmstead’s name has been 
withdrawn, the President must soon nomi- 
nate some one else to succeed Commissioner 
Morgan. He has along list of names from 
which to make a selection. An intimate friend 
of the President said to-day that the President 
wes convinced, soon after Mr. Olmstead’s 
name was sent in, that he had madea mistake, 
and was greatly relieved by the withdrawal. 
The same gentleman said that he had reason 
to believe the President would now nominate 
a man of breadth of views and of strong char- 
acter, who would be ‘‘no man’s man” in the 
commission, and who would administer the 
jaws of the District intelligently and honestly. 
The reappointment of Commissioner Morgan, 
whose term wili soon expire, was 
recommended by every member of the 
House Committee on Appropriations, by 
many other members of the House, by many 
Senators, and by a list of tax-payers, said, by 
a good authority, to represent two-thirds of 
the property of this district, Mr. Morgan is 
generally regarded as a Democrat, but he is 
nota partisan. A gentleman who is acquainted 
with him said to-night that he thought he was 
a Republican. It seems plain that he is nota 
pronounced party man, and there seems to be 
a general agreement that he has been a satis- 
factory Commissioner. Among the names 
mentioned are those of A. M. Ciapp, Charles 
Kennecy, W, C. Dodge, W. H. Clagett, and 
H. A. Willard. Mr. Kennedy is said to have 
the support of ex-Senator Conkling. 

Gen, Grant said this morning that he ex-

POWEEFUL INFLUENCES AGAINST 
TARIFF REDUCTIONS. 
WASHINGTON CROWDED WITH REPRESENTA- 

TIVES OF MANUFACTURING INTERESTS 

—TARIFF REFORMERS WAVERING, 

WasHIneton, Jan. 15.—Now that work 
upon the tariff has been transferred from com- 
roittee to the Senate at one end of the Capitol 
and will soon be taken out of committee at the 
other end, the representatives of powerful pro- 
tected industries are here in great numbers. 
It is believed that Washington never saw a 
greater or a stronger lobby than that which 
is here in behalf of the iron and steel interests, 
They seem to have forced the Senate 
Finance Committee again to turn their 
attention to the schedules which inter- 
est them; for it is announced that 
the“ committee have sent to Pittsburg 
for Mr. Oliver, the member of the Tariff Com- 
mission to whom was intrusted the schedule on 
metals. The committee want to confer with 
him. The result will be, probably, that the 
committee will offer in the Senate to amend 
their own bill by raising the rates on pig-iron, 
in accordance with the requests of the iron 
and steel men. When it became apparent that 
nothing was to be expected from the Waysand 
Means Committee, who voted to restore the 
duty on quinine, the revenue reformers turned 
with some hope to the Senate committee and 


the Senate bill. The events of the last few 
days indicate that they can expect very little 
more at one end of the Capitol than at the other, 

The pressure exerted by the representatives 
of manufacturing tndustries now here is enor- 
mous, and it is becoming effective. The pro- 
fessed willingness of some members to allow a 
reduction of rates seems to disappear before it, 
especially when the influence comes from an 
industry in the member’s district or the Sen- 
ator’s State. This pressure is strengthening 
some Republicans in the opinioa that the party 
will gain by a postponement of a revision of 

the tariff. They reason that if the Democrats 
in the next Congress make reductions, they 
will arouse the powerful hostility of these great 
manufacturing interests and drive them all 
into the service of the Republican Party. The 
presence of these representatives here is show- 
ing these Republicans that they have under- 
estimated the power of these industries, and 
they think they see in the future the possi- 
bility of uniting these interests, with all 
their wealth, upon the Republican side in 
the campaign of 1884. As usual, these 
men forget the people, who know more 
about the tariff than they did three years 
ago. The effect of the —- of this great 
lobby is seen in the work of the Senate and in 
the recent changes made by the Ways and 
Means Committee. It has been plain from the 
beginning of the session that it would be very 
difficult, if not impossible, to revise the tariff 
before March 4, but at one time, not long ago, 
revenue reformers had hope that a slight re- 
duction would be made. They are willing to 
take that as better than nothing. Now, how- 
ever, since the recent manifestation of the 
power of the protected industries, gentlemen 
whose positions have required them to be ac- 
quainted with the course of the work day by 
day seem to have abandoned hope of the enact- 
ment of any law. 

A glance at the action taken by the Senate 
to-day shows how the work is going on. The 
effect of the changes recommended is not un- 
derstood by many Senators, who are unwilling 
to vote in ignorance. This unwillingness is 
not confined to the Democratic side. In sev- 
eral instances to-day the Senate voted to raise 
the rates recommended by the committee, and 
it was not difficult to get the impression that 
much of the relief proposed by the committee 
would not be granted owing to the votes of 
Republicans who have lucal interests in the 
nature of ‘ infants,’’ to be protected and fos- 
tered. One of the warmest debates of the day 
arose upon a preposition by Mr. Hale to in- 
crease the duty on dextrine. ‘he Tariff Com- 
mission recommended that the duty of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem be retained, and the Finance 
Committee so reported. In support of his 
proposition to make the duty 2 cents a pound, 
equal to 40 per cent. ad valorem, Mr. 
Hale was assisted by Mr. Frye, who 
made a seemingly unprovoked = and 
savage assault upon Mr. Slater, for referring 
to the profits of common manufacturers as 
large. Mr. Aldrich, on bebalf of the cotton 
goods men, had protested against increasing 
the duty, because a burden would be imposed 
upon those manufacturers which they are not 
prepared to bear. It was to little purpose that 
Senators on the Democratic side protested that 
the proposed increase was uncalled for. On 
Mr. Morrill’s motion the duty was fixed 
at 1 cent per pound, equal to 20 per 
cent. ad valorem, or an increase of 10 
per cent. upon the commissien bill and 
the present duty, the Republicans carrying 
this point by 1 majority in a vote of 24 to 
25. 1t was only for form’s sake—to keep up 
the consistency of the bill, as Mr. Morrill sug- 

uested—that the Senate refused to accept Mr. 

Jance’s motion to reduce the duty on refined 
camphor from 5 to3 cents a pound. Of re- 
fined camphor there were imported during the 
last year 11 pounds, valued at $5, and 
vielding 55 cemts revenue. It was Mr. 
Vance’s idea that a reduction of the 
tariff to 3 cents a a would in- 
crease the revenue, but all tte Republicans 
voted against his motion, and it was defeated. 
A break in the solid Democratic ranks was 
made when the Senate reached bi-chromate of 
potash. Then Senator Gorman found that the 
solitary manufacturer of this article in this 
country is established in Maryland, and should 
be protected, and he and his colleague, Mr. 
Groome, suddenly ceased to be tariff reform- 
ers and contended for protection, their utter- 
ances leading Mr. Beck to send to the desk an 
appropriate quotation from THE New-York 
Times, which he had read as part of his argu- 
ment against the increuse from 3 cents a pound, 
as proposed by the Commissioners, to 314 cents 
a pound. On this proposition, unfinished, the 
Senate rested until to-morrow, 

The Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee will not report a bill to the 
House, but will oppose the committee's bill on 
the floor, and will offer complete substitutes 
for the metal, woolen, cotton, silk, and sugar 
schedules. Mr. Hardy is the New-York mem- 
ber mentioned a few days ago who will intro- 
duce a complete tariff bill in the House as a 
substitute for the committee's bill. It is the 
product of the Metropolitan Inaustrial League, 
and is said to be even more protective than the 
committee's bill. It will probably be referred 
to the committee and find its last resting-place 
in the commiuttee-room. 
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WRECKED BY SNOW. 

FULLERTON, Penn., Jan. 15.—On Saturday 
afternoon a snow storm from the south set in at 
this place and continued for several hours, The 
snow was heayy, and rain following added to its 
weight. This, with other snows lying on the roof 
the building known as the tube works, 
connected with McKee, Fuller & Co.’s car works, 
proved to be more than the structure could sup- 
port and the whole bullding collapsed about mid- 
night. The building was of frame 600 feet long 

and 100 wide, and only about 50 feet at each end 
remains. A small engine was completely wrecked 
and other property destroyed. A watchman was 
in the south end of the building and escaped un- 
injured.

A PLAN SETTLED UPON TO CORRECT WASTE- 
FUL PUBLIC EXPENDITURES. 

CrNncInnNATI, Jan. 15.—The committees of 
the Tav-payers’ League have been at work since 
August in devising a plan which will remedy the 
present wasteful and corrupt system of public ex- 
penditures. Their plans are now ready to be made 
public, and are of aradical nature. First it is pro- 
posed to haye a Board of Tax Commissioners 
which shall consist of the Mayor, Controller, and 
Treasurer, and three citizens who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Superior Court. This board will 
regulate both the levying and disbursement of 
taxes. The expenditures of the Boards of Public 
Work, Health, and Fire Commissioners must all be 
approved by this commission as well as those of 
the two boards which constitute the City Council. 


The bill providing for this commission has been in- 
corporated with the report of the Tax Revisiou 
Commission, and wil! be reported next week to the 
Lecislature, and, thus Indorsed, will probably be- 
come alaw. The members ef the commission will 
receive no compensation. The amendment of the 
State Constitution is proposed prohibiting any 
municipal corporation from issuing bonds beyond 
10 per cent. of its tax valuation. This amendment, 
if carried, will prevent the further issue of bonds 
until the cities’ indebtedness is reduced below the 
10 per cent. limit, 

One of the difficulties complained of under the 
present system is that real estate Is subject to much 
more than its share of taxation. To remedy this 
it is proposed to license all wheeled vehicles, 
whether used for publie or private purposes, and 
algo nearly all of the professions and pursuits. The 
proceeds of such a license system would amount to 
three-quarters of a milliom dollars annually. A 
tax on the retail liquor traffic will also be pro- 
posed. ‘This tax is to be so graded that it will sup- 
port the Police force and such institutions as the 
Infirmary, the Work-house, the House of Refuge, 
and the free hospital. Another proposition is that 
the Assessors shall be appointed by the Superior 
Court for terms of three years instead of elected 
anwually through the influence of ward politicians. 
Insurance companies must report every risk taken 
to the County Auditor. This will be in order to 
prevent the omission of property by Assessors or 
the returning of it by them at too low a valuation. 

The $6,000,000 of the city’s bords which have been 
bought in by the sinking fund Trustees must be de- 
stroyed. This will stop about $450,000 of interest 
annually. Itis also proposed to ask the Govern- 
ment to give the net proceeds for one year of the 
internal revenue on beer, whisky, and tobacco to 
the municipal corporations in which they are col- 
lected. This, in view of the proposed abolition of 
these revenues by Congress, the amounts collected 
are to be applied to the extinguishment of munici- 
pal debt. The differemt reforms will require as 
many bills. Each will be drafted and introduced in 
the Legislature at once. I[t is believed that the 
league, which includes all the large tax-payers, 
will have sufficient influence in the Legislature to 
secure all the desired enactments. 








NO TROUBLE AT FALL RIVER.

IRON-WORKERS ACCEPT THE LOWER RATES 
OF WAGES. 


Fat River, Jan. 15.—The employes of the 
Fall River Iron-works went to work as usual this 
morning, despite the announcement of a proposed 
reduction in the wages of 15 per cent. The nailers 
are not to suffer the cut-down until Thursday, 
when it will have affected the whele establish- 
ment. Employes in the wire department began 
operations last week at reduced rates and do not 
seem to be disturbed, although in private conver7sa- 
tion they declare their willingness to strike, pro- 


vided every other section of the works will follow. 
It was at first supposed that a 15 percent. reduc- 
tion would be general. but itis said that the pad- 
dlers will have enly 12 per cent. taken from their 
rate per ton, which will bring their wages to the 
standard that prevailed before the last strike. 
Some workmen urgently recommended stopping 
operations because the present aspect of the iron 
market did not warrant so great a reduction, but 
workmen in general were not willing to starta 
movement of this kind, and work is being carried 
on as busily as ever. 

At the Mount Hope Iron-works, in Somerset, the 
situation is different. The workmen were paid off 
Saturday, when they informed the Superintendent 
that they did not propose to resume work on Mon- 
day if he persisted in his determination to lower 
their wages. Matters remained unsettled until 
the time for starting up arrived this morning, 
when the help in the two mills failed to appear at 
work, and as a consequence the works were 
closed. A compromise on 10 per cent. would be 
acceptable to the companies, but the operatives 
do not feel disposed to accept the offer. Some of 
the employes who did not participate in the strike 
are engaged by the manufacturers in cleaning the 
maehinery and making necessary repairs. The 
town is orderly, and on street eorners to-day little 
knots of men were gathered discussing the situa- 


tion.

SOUTHERN COTTON FACTORIES. 


ecenutbbetpepelinited 
THE GROWTH OF THE INDUSTRY IN 
YEAR IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Cotumsia, 8. C., Jan. 15.—A statement just 
prepared by the Commissioner of Agriculture 
shows that there are 27 cotton mills in South Caro- 
lina now in operation or nearing completion. 
These mills have an aggregate capital of $4,547,000, 
run 4,120 looms, and 180,721 spindles. They give 
employment to 4,262 hands, and pay out $728,900 in 
wages annually. Their aggregate horse power is 


7,420, of which 1,805 is steam power and 5,815 water 
power. The annual consumption of cotton is 
29,946,269 pounds, the total value of which, to- 
«ether with the mill supplies, is $1,716,351. The 
value of the products during the past year 
of 17 of the milis—no reports have yet been re- 
ceived from the remaining 10 mills, 3 0f which are 
just being completed—was $3,047,033. During the 
past year the milis made 43,537,864 yards of cloth 
and 8,032,975 pounds ef yarn. The net profits of 
the mills ranged from 10 to 20 per cent.; the aver- 
age was about 12 per cent. In 1880 there were 
only 18 wills in the State, with a total 
capital of $2,294,600, 1,932 looms, and 95,938 
spindles. Nothing so clearly shows the in- 
dustrial progress of the State as the won- 
derful growth of her cotton manufactures. 
At the recent session of the Legislature nine new 
cotton mills were chartered, with an aggregate 
capital of $1,725,000, and many inquiries are being 
received from Northern capitalists and mill-owners 
as to the value of real estate and the price of 
water powers, Under an act of the Legislature, 
all manufacturing companies inthe State are ex- 
empt frem State taxation for a period of 10 years.

A STEAM TUG SUNK.

THE NOTE REGARDING THE SUEZ 
CANAL. 

ITS PROPOSALS FOR THE CONTROL OF THE 

CANAL IN TIME OF WAR—THE POSITION 

OF FRANCE AS STATED BY M. DUCLERC. 

Lonpon, Jan. 15.—The British note in 
regard to Egypt proposes that, in order to 
avoid any abuse of the freedom of the Suez 
Canal, it shall be enacted that in time of war 
a limitation shall be placed on the time during 
which the vessels of a belligerent power are per- 
mitted to remain in the canal, and that notroops 
or munitions of war shall be disembarked, and 
no hostilities shall be permitted in the canal or 
its approaches, or anywhere in the territerial 
waters of Egypt, even in the event of Turkey 
being one of the belligerents. The recurrence 
of an emergency resembling the late rebel- 
lion is provided for by a clause excepting 
measures for the defense of Egypt from the 
above restrictions. Every power shall be 
bound to bear the cost of the immediate repair 
ofany damage its vessels may cause in the 
canal. Egypt shall take all measures in her 
power to enforce the conditions imposed upon 
ships of belligerent powers using the canal. 
No fortifications are to be erected on the canal 
or in its vicinity. Nothing in the agreement 
shall be construed as curtailing the territorial 
rights of Egypt further than is expressly stip- 
ulated. Among other subjects the note de- 
clares the question of the suppression of 
slavery and the slave trade to be one which 
the British Government has much at heart, 
and that it will miss no opportunity of advis- 
ing the Khédive to take steps calculated to at- 
tain the end in view. 

Paris. Jan. 15.—A Yellow Book has been 
issued. The final dispatch by M. Duclerc, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, dated Jan. 4, says: 
** England's attitude compels France to resume 
her liberty of action.” A dispatch of Lord 
Granville, the British Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, dated Dec, 13, says: ‘* There is no reason 
why, after the disappearance of the control, 
France and England should not continue to 
exercise a beneficent influence in Egypt.” 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day, M. 
Duclere, Foreign Minster, presented the Yel- 
low Book. He stated that during the Egyp- 
tian hostilities the attitude of France was to 
England that of a confiding friend separated 
by temporary divergencies. After the sup- 
pression of the rebellion France favored the 
re-establishment of the status quo. Pending 
overtures from England, the latter having 
wished alone to assume the task of regulating 
the situation, France resumed her liberty of 
action, the Government being certain that this 
course would meet the approbation of the 
Chamber. 

The Journal des Débats says: ‘* England has 
practically taken possession of Egypt. We 
may regret this, but we have no right to pro- 
test against exclusion from an arrangement 
since justified by our own abstaining from in- 
tervention.” 

Carro, Jan. 15.—Baker Pasha reports that 
the Police organization of Alexandria is utterly 
bad. and suggests the introduction of @ small 
body of highly trained constables, chiefly from 
England, the remainder to be natives.

THE BERDITSCHEFF CIRCUS FIRE. 
EIGHT HUNDRED PERSONS PRACTICALLY IM- 
PRISONED IN THE BURNING STRUCTURE. 

St. Pererspure, Jan. 15.—The loss of 
life by the burning of the circus in Berditscheff 
on Saturday last was not so great as at first 
reported, but it is believed that more than 
150 persons perished in the flames. The fire 
broke out toward the end of the perform- 
ance, and was caused by the careless 
handling of fire-works on the stage. The cur- 
tain became ignited, and the flames quickly 
spread to the walls and roof. The members 
of the orchestra were the first victims. 


The audience, .numbering 800 persons, 
rushed to the front door, but 
it opened inward, and as the crowd 


pressed forward it was rendered useless, A 
rush was then made to the two side doors, 
both of which were nailed up, thus compelling 
the people to take to the windows, from 
which many sprang into the street with their 
clothes a sheet of flame. The Fire Brigade 
arrived within half an hour, but it was im- 
possible to extinguish the flames as the water 
in the tanks was frozen. ‘the fire lasted two 
hours. Eye-witnesses state that when the 
doors were finally opened a mass of burning 
corpses was visible within. The horses and 
properties of tie circus were all destroyed. 

LonpDoON, Jan. 16.—A dispatch from Vienna 
says it is stated that 400 persons were suffo- 
cated, crushed, or burned to death in the circus 
at Berditscheff. The horses, running about 
wildly, increased the confusion. The circus 
was a wooden structure, 

Another dispatch from Vienna says the 


ice broke while the Fire Brigade were 
crossing the river to lSerditscheff, thus 
preventing them from reaching the fire 


more promptly. It is estimated that 
90 men, 120 women, and 60 children lost their 
lives. The victims included the Colonel of Po- 
lice and the Vice-President of the Berditscheff 
Bourse. The audience consisted mainly of 
Jews. 

Another account says that the fire was 
caused by a groom having thrown a lighted 
cigarette on straw in the stables, setting it on 
fire. Another groom tried to stamp out the 
fire, but a strong draught fanned the 
flanves and caused them to spread. The author 
of the fire perished; also two clowns, who are 
believed to have been Englishmen. Yester- 
day a man whose wife and tbree child- 
ren were among the victims stabbed a 
senior member of the Merchants’ Gnild 
im the street, and then tried to cut his own 
throat. It is supposed that the murdered man 
had abandoned bis assailants wife and chil- 
dren in order to effect his own escape from the 
burning building.

Lyons, Jan, 15.—The President of the court 
now engaged in trying the anarchists bas re- 
ceived 19 threatening letters, several of which 
are from Switzerland, Germany, and Russia. 
At the trial of the anarchists to-day Prince 
Krapotkine, in addressing the court in his own 
defense, sought to show that the so-called 
Internationale did not exist. Anarchical 
ideas, he declared, were spreading, despite all 
efforts to suppress them. He saidif he were 
condemned the result would be to attract 
proselytes to the cause. He had been arrested, 
he averred, because he was a foreigner and be- 
cause 1t was thought desirable to gibbet an 
effigv of the Internationale. The eyes of all 
workmen in France and abroad were fixed 
upon this trial, he said; but when they found 
that the Internationale did mot exist, they 
would recognize it as merely a prosecution of 
one class by another. Prince Krapotkine con- 
cluded by predicting that 10 years would not 
elapse without the occurrence of a social revo- 
lution. He conjured society to avert it by 
studying the social question instead of prose- 
cuting anarchy.

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 15.—The budget for 
1883 estimates the receipts at 774,500,000 
rubles, and the expenditure at 100,000 rubles 
less, Accomparying the budget is a report 
which says a loan will be unnecessary.

CONTEST IN PHILADELPHIA FOR THE 
FICE OF CITY CONTROLLER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 15.—A contest for the 
possession of the office of City Controller of this 
eity will begin to-morrow, and it is likely to de- 
velop much bitterness and will have at last to be 
decided by the courts. The office will become va- 
cant by the inauguration of Robert E. Pattison as 
Governor. The lawyers do not agree as to where 
the power lies to appoint Mr. Pattison’s successor 
as Controller. Mr. Pattison and his advisers claim 
that it is the Governor’s right and duty to appoint, 
and with this in view he will not relinqunish the 
office until he becomes Governor to-morrow. The 


City Councils on the ether hand claim the right to 
elect Mr. Pattison’s successor, and in this they are 
sustained by an elaborate opinion prepared by City 
Solicitor West. A call for a special sitting of Coun- 
eils to elect a City Controller, to be held on Wednes- 
day. was issued to-day. Undoubtedly the first 
official act of Gov. Pattison will be to appoint &. 
Davis Page. Mr. Page is a Democrat who has made 
an enviable reputation as an aggressive reformer 
in Councils. There is no man in the city whom the 
ringaters hate more. He has been twice defeated 
forthe office of City Treasurer by very narrow 
majorities, polling many theusand Republican 
votes, 

If Mr. Page could step in simply on the Govern- 
or’s appointment he could secure the nine points 
which possession gives vefore Councils could act, 
but his appointment requires confirmation by the 
Senate, which 1s Republican. His official boud 
must also be approved before he can enter on the 
duties of the office. It is claimed by Page's friends 
that the approval of his bond by one of the Courts 
of Common Pleas is sufficient. Councils claim that 
their approval is required by law. and of 
course they will not approve Mr. Page's bond un- 
less compelled by mandamus, and this takes time. 
At the speolal meeting on Wednesday the Councils 
will undoubtedly elect E. Harper Jeffries City Con- 
troller, and will approve his official bond as soon 
as he names his sureties and an ordinance for that 
purpose can be put through. Undera suspension 
of the rules this could be done at a single sitting. 
Mr. Jeffries is a business man of experience and 
high eharacter, but he has no practical knowledge 
of city affairs. He was the Republican candidate 
for the office of Controller against Mr. Pattison in 
1881, but was badly defeated. Hampton L. Carsen, 
who was the eandidate of the Committee of One 
Hundred for City Commissioner a year ago is also 
a candidate for Controller before Councils, but his 
reform record will render his election impossible. 

The question now is not who will be appointed 
by the Governor or who will be elected by Coun- 
cils, but which claimant will get the office, and th's 
willhave to be decided by the courts. How the

otfice is to be administered in the interim nobody 
seems to know. An ordinance was introduced in 
Councils directing the City Solicitors to seize the 
office as soon as Mr. Pattison shouid step out, but 
this has not been heard of recently and appears to 
have been abandoned.

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PATRICK HIGGINS HANGED FOR 
THE HUDDY MURDERS. 

HIS DEATH INSTANTANEOUS—MORE ARRESTS 
MADE—THE GOVERNMENT READY TO 
PROVE A MURDEROUS CONSPIRACY. 

Gatway, Jan. 15.—Patrick Higgins, one 
of the murderers of the Huddys, was hanged 
within the jail at 8 o’clock this morning. The 
weather was stormy.

At the inquest on the 
body the verdict was that death resulted from 
the severance of the spinal cord and was in 
stantaneous. 

DuBLIN, Jan. 15.—The Queen’s Bench Divi- 
sion has refused the application of Mr. 
O’Brien, editor of the United Jreiand, for 4 
mandamus to compel the magistrate te receive 
evidence to show that the seditious libel with 
which Mr. O’Brien is chargedis true. The’ 
Judges hold that it would bea monstrous 
thing for the court to compel the magistrate 
to accept evidence of the truth of statement 
which were made with the intention of bring- 
ing the administration of justice into con- 
tempt. The effect of the refusal of the Judges 
to grant a mandamus will be that Mr. O’Briez 
will be committed for trial. 

Four informers will be examined on Satur 
day. Some of the persons recently arrested 
have been watched by detectives for the last 
two years. Evidence will be given of the ex- 
istence of a Fenian armory; also, of the 
formation of a plot to murder Lord Frederick 
Cavendish, Earl Spencer, and other Govern- 
ment officers. Proof will be submitted of the 
companionship of some of the prisoners with 
persons found guilty of murderous outrages. 
There is a perfect panic among the conspira- 
tors. Oneof the informers is a man who was 
recently convicted. The Police have secured 4 
revolver which was purchased along with the 
one with which the attempt was made on 
Judge Lawson's life. It is believed that the 
Government will be able to prove the exist- 
ence of a conspiracy to murder Government 
officers. 

Three further arrests for conspiracy to mur- 
der officers were made to-day. The accused 
were remanded until Saturday. 

It is said the Police purposely left to sone 
persons named in warrants for their arrest an 
opportunity of quitting the country. 

One of the men arrested yesterdev resided 
in a house on Brabazon-street, where the dyna- 
mite bali cartridges were recently seized.

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STRANGE END T0 A DIVORCE SUIT.

A HUSBAND WHO ABANDONED HIS WIFE 
TURNS UP JUST IN TIME. 
CIncINNATI, Jan. 15.—There was a strange 
ending ina divorce suit in the Common Pleas 
Court to-day. The testimony was taken last week 
before Judge Johnson. The suit had been brought 
by Josephine Meyer against her husband, Peter 


Meyer, on acceunt of neglect and willful absence 
for wore than three years. The testimony waste 
the effect that the couple were married in this city 
and lived together for 10 months, when trou 
arose between them, and the busband, who was 
only 22 years old, left his wife in anger 
enlisted in the Army. His wife followed 
him to the recruiting officer and besoucht him 
not go into the Army, and promised if he would 
only return to their home she would undertake te 
make their entire living herself. He refused to 
listen to her, and donned the blue and 
away. After almost five years had passed the poot 
wife, despairing of ever seeing him again, brought 
suit for divorce. In her testimony she said that he 
sometimes ill-treated her. and on ove 
choked her.

To-day Judge Johnson was engaged in deciding 
divorce cases, and, reaching that of Meyer against 
Meyer, related the facts above stated. He then 
added that when the case was first called in thé 
June term application for a continuance was 
asked on the ground that if time were given the 
defendant he would appear in court in person. Noe 
faith was placed in the promise, but the conti 
uance was granted, and when the case was agait 
called the defendant failed to respond. On Satur 
day after the testimony had heen taken the coun 
received a telegram from the defendant. dated Sau 
Antonio, Texas, asking that the decision of the 
case be held over until be eould arrive in the city. 
Just as the Judge finished this sentence the dooz 
of the eourt-room hurst open and a sun-browned 
man walked quietly in and up to the Jndge’s 
bench.

SENATORSHIPS AT STAKE 


A STRONG MOVEMENT AGAINST 
MR. HOAR’S RETURN. 

{HE DEMOCRATS TO ABANDON THEIR CANDI- 
DATE AFTER THE FIRST BALLOT—THE 

' ANTI-HOAR MEN AND THEIR CANDIDATES. 
Boston, Jan. 15.—The Democratic mem- 
ders of the Legislature at their caucus on the 
United States Senatorship question to-day dis- 
closed their plan. It was frankly admitted 
that their party candidate was to be adbered 
te only unti] thz moment came when advan- 
tage might be gained by giving the party sup- 
port to a Republicar. who could defeat Senator 
Hoar, At the outset one of the Senators 
- stated that be had just come frora Gov, But- 
ler, who had declined te be their candidate 
under any circumstances. The same member, 


Senator Aldrich, then moved the nomination 
of Samuel W. Bowerman, of Pittsfield, 
the defeated Democratic candidate for Lieu- 
tenent-Governor in the last election, Others 
arged the re-election of ex-Gov. Gaston, and 
others had other candicates to put forward. 
One member, .a supporting the proposition to 
take Bowerman, brought -out much applause 
by the remark that it was the duty of the 
Democrats to go into the election with their 
own candidate, to be voted for until the op- 
orturity arrived of defeating the most ob- 
tiomable candidate of the other party by 
aniting upon some other Republican candi- 
date. A few members urged that they should 
stand by a Democratic candidate right through 
the contest, voting for bim first, last, and all 
the time. even if his election were Sone, 
but the spirit of the majority present appeare 
to be decidedly in favor of ultimately uniting 
with the anti-Hear Republicans. 

When voting on candidates for the regular 
nomination was reached, the motion to select 
ex-Gov. Gaston was firstput. That being lost, 
Mr. Bowerman was chosen, and then bis nomi- 
petion was made unanimous. A committee of 
three Senators and five Representatives was 
also chosen to determine the course to be pur- 
sued by the Democrats after the first ballet. — 

A conference of a few of ex-Gov. nang 
supporters was also had to-day. It was de- 
cided that the Long men should attend the 
second Republican conference, which is called 
to meet to-morrow forenoon, Gen. Cogswell, 
of Salem, will probabiy speak for the Long 
men in that conference, and the votein each 
house will take place at 2:30 in the afternoon. 
The Hoar men are more confident to-night of 
bis re-election than at any time during the 
ranvass, but at the same time they recognize 
the uncertainty of the situation and 
the advantage the Republican minority and 
the Democrats may have. It appeared at the 
Democratic caucus to-day that there was 
more of a disposition to throw tbe influence of 
that side toward Long rather than Crapo; 
cut either of these candidates, it is thought to- 
night, is liable, after a while, to receive the 
Democratic votes. To-morrow’s Republican 
conference may be turned into a caucus at 
wich a candidate will be formally nominated. 
The conference is called by the President of 
the Senate and the Speaker of the House jointly.

WINDOM’S FRIENDS CONFIDENT. 
JHE FIRST BALLOT TO BE TAKEN TO-DAY— 
WINDOM LACKING ONLY FOUR VOTES. 

Sr. Pavr, Jan. 15.—To-morrow is the 
day set for the first test of the Senatorial ques- 
tion. The first vote will be in the sepa- 
rate houses, and the Senate will be record- 
ed for Windom and the House for the 
opposition, distributed among Republicans, 
Independents, and Democrats. Sabin and 
Strong, two vigorous supporters of Win- 
dom, are quite ill, but may be able 
te record their votes for their frieni.

The contest is uncomfortably close 
and Windom has no votes to spare. — 
the chances are in favor of him, he 
is pitted against the field. There is 
some lively caucussing to-night, but none 
of the factions are over-confident, although 
Windom’s managers claim that he will 
surely be nominated on the third ballot 
in joint convention day after to-morrow, 
if mot before. There can be only 
one ballot. to-morrow, and Windom is 
only sure of the Senate, although his friends 
hope to carry the House as well, and settle the 
contest then and there. The opposition have not 
yet united on a sirigle candidate,and unless they 
do at once they will be defeated. Their plan 
is to withdraw the weaker candidates until 
their strength is concentrated on one man, 
which delay may be fatal.

HARTFORD AND ERIE SUSTAINED. 

Boston, Jan. 15.—In the United States Cir- 

cuit Court a demurrer was interposed to the bill 


and Erie Railroad Company, to set aside as invalid 
the Berdell mortgage, for $20,000,000, and Judge 
Nelson decided that the demurrer charging want 
This was 
a bill in equity, filed July 8, 1880, by a shareholder 
of the Boston, Hartford and Erie Railroad Com- 
pany in behalf of himself and every shareholder 
and creditor of the company to set aside as invalid 
a mortgage given by the company on its railroad 


franchise and property to Robert H. Berdell, 
Dudley T. Gregory, and John O, Bancroft Davis as 
Trustees to secure the payment of an issue 
of the bonds of the company to the amount 
of $20,000,000. The defendants are the Bos- 
ton, Hartford and Erie Railroad Company 
and its Assignees in bankruptcy, the New- 
York and New-England Railroad Company, 
which is at presentin possession of and operating 
the railroad, certain persons new living and the 
personal representatives of others, now deceased, 
who have at different times acted as Trus- 
tees under the mortgage. The case was 
heard on separate demurrers to the bill 
filed by the New-York and 
Railroad Company, by the Assignees, the Boston, 
Hartford and Erie Railroad Company. by Hart and 
Clark, two of the Trustees, and by the Executrix 
of Mark Haley, a deceased Trustee. Among the 
causes of the demurrer assigned by each of these 
defendants are want of equity, laches and want of 
jurisdiction in the court. Judge Nelson overrules 
the demurrer for want of jurisdiction and sustains 
those for want of equity and laches. This case has 
in various forms been before the courts for years, 
and the decision has been looked for with much 
interest.

A PITTSBURG RAILROAD SCHEME.

RECEIPTS OF $26,354 92 witHouT coUNTING 
MONEY FOR CERTAIN INSTITUTIONS. 

The annual meeting of the Hospital Satur- 
day and Sunday Association was held in St. Luke’s 
Hospital last evening, the President, George Mac- 
culloch Miller, in the chair. The report of the 
Treasurer, Charles Lanier, showed that up to noon 
yesterday he had received from the collections 
made on the last Hospital Saturday and Sunday 
the sum of $26,354 92. Other moneys collected and 
designated for the use of certain hospitals, how- 
ever, had not, the report said, been reported yet to 
the Treasurer, and the association passed a resolu- 
tion ordering that the Treasurer’s books be kept 


open until Feb. 1 in order to make records of these | 


additional subscriptions. The Executive Commit- 


| tee reported that the expenses for the collection 


for 1882 amounted to abeut $1,200, which was over 
$800 less than the expenses for collecting the fund 
of 1881. After the reports had been read and 
adopted a resolution was passed ordering the Sec- 
retary to request the Treasurers of hospitals rep- 
resented in the association to send to Mr. Lanier, 
the general Treasurer of the association, the 
amounts of all moneys contributed on Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday of last year, in order that the 
amounts contributed to each hospital might be in- 
cluded in the report of the Treasurer of the asso- 
ciation. 

The election of officers for the coming year was

The officer brought letters from the Captain to the 
Consul, and returned to the Dido this evening with 
dispatches forthe Captain which had been await- 
ing him here. One of these dispatches, from Rich- 
mond, Va.. informs Capt. Domyille that 
the Princess Louise will arrive at Richmond 
to-night and will leave there for Charleston to- 
morrow. The officers of the Dido expected to find 
the Princess here waiting for them. They expe- 
rienced very heavy weather on their trip from Ber- 
muda, which port they left onthe 8th inst. They 
are totally uninformed as to the movements of the 
Princess beyond the information contained in the

The Dido is a small corvette of 1,760 tons burden. 
She has 12 64-pound guns and a crew of 220 men.

One room will be 
used as the Princess’s bedroom axd another 
as ber boudoir; another for the bedroom of 
the two maids of honer: and another for the bed 
room of the two maids, and the fifth as the 
diping-room.

PRESBYTERIAN CHARITIES. 


THE WORK FAR MORE EXTENSIVE THAR 
HITHERTO REPORTED. 

The Rev. J. J. Lampe, Pastor of the Brick 
Church Chapel, on West Thirty-fifth-street, read a 
paper on Presbyterian charities before the Presby- 
terian Pastors’ Association yesterday. The 
Paper was called forth by an article pub- 
lished in Tue Trees of Nov. 13, in which a 
statement of the charities contributed to by the 
various denominations was made. According to 
this statement the amount expended by Episco 
palians was much larger than that expended by 

the Presbyterians. Dr. Lempke said in his paper 


| yesterday that much of the $500,000 expended 
by the. Episcepai Chureh for charitable purposes 
= & ven Sy other denominatiens. Such institu- 
ons as St, Luke’s Hospital and the Sheitering 
i had always received gifts of money from 
yrosbyterians. To form a fair estimate of 
o Charities of the two Churches Mr. Lampe 
thought the spirit and genius of each ebureb 
should be considered. The Episcopal Chureh, 
he continued, had always been exclusive, and 
its charities haa been exclusive. Its moneyt 
had been given to Episcopal Church in- 
stitutions alone, and very little had 
gone outside of the Church. Presbyterians, on the 
other, hand, had ever encouraged liberty and free- 
dom of conscience in all its works. As a con- 
sequence, they gave iargely to union enterprises. 
Many union institutions would fall but for the 
support given by Presbyterians. In this manner 
they did not get credit for their benevolent works. 
The benevolent expenditures for denominational 
institutions during the past year were: For 
the Presbyterian Hospital. $76,070; Home fos 
Aged Women, $12,274; individual work of 16 
churches among the poor, $49,242; Presbytery 
work for evangelization and Sunday-schools, $14,- 
000: special aid for Eighty-fourth-Street Church, 
$35,000. To the New-York City Mission So- 
ciety work the Presbytarians gave $50,000 
out of $68,662, the total sum _ given. 
The total amount of this special church work was 
$276,786. ‘‘ But beside this we must take into 
account the amount given to union instita- 
tions,” said Dr. Lampe. From reports of 41 
institutions in this City, differing in degree 
but relieving some phase of human need, 1 have 
found that the totals amount to $607,688, and after 
careful stady I found that one-fourth of this 
amount. or $151,917, was given by * 
byteriams. But there are also many other 
institutions which have been suppo 
by Presbyterians, such as the various temperance 
organizations in the City, the infant asyinms and 
juverile associations, homes for siek children and 
for erphaas, and other institutions. These had 
not been counted in the estimate.” Dr. 
Lampe estimated the amount given yearly for 
charity by the Presbyterians to be $700.000. That 
of the Episcopal Church was rated at $500,000. Dr. 
Lampe said that no desire to make the greatest 
showing had caused him to look into the matter of 
Presbyterian charities, but he had done so at the 
desire of meng of the ministers of the chureh who 
simply wished that the Presbyterians should have 
a fair statement made of their work.

COAL MINERS MAKING TROUBLE. 


i  - 
ACTION WHICH MAY RESULT IN FORCING 
12,000 MEN INTO IDLENEsS, 


PitTszure, Jan. 15.—An important conven- 
tion of river coal miners was held in this city to- 
day. It wascailed to consider the proposition of 
the river operators to reduce the price of tuining 
from 4 to 334 cents, but tke railroad pits were in- 
formed and requested to send celegates. The cail 
was not issued till Thursday, and many of the 
miners did not receive it in time to send represen- 
tatives, a fact to which the officers of thé Miners’ 
Association attribute the siim attendance. Twenty- 
nine delegates were present, many of whom repre- 


sented two or more pits to lessen the expense. In 
order to getat the sentiment ef the miners, each 
delegate in turn stated the feeling of the 
men whom he represented, and when there wag 
no one present from adjacent mines 
gave the opinion there. When this work had been 
conciuded it was found that every delegate, from 
Keelings in the first 1 to Greenfield in the 
fourth. had reported in favor of 4 cents. 
A resolution “was passed ordering a suspen- 
sion until 4 cents is made the ruling price 
on the river. This was followed by the 
passage of a resolution ealling a convention 
of railroad miners on Tuesday, the 28d inst. A 
resolution was passed indorsing the action of the 
officers of the Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Maryland 
Miners’ Association in calling an imter-State con- 
vention to meet in Pittsberg during May and prom- 
ising the united support and encouragement of the 
miners of this section. This finished the business 
of the convention, and the delegates left with in- 
structions to get outas many of tke railroad miners 
as possible for next Tuesday's gathering. The offi- 
eers wiil work hard toward the same end, and will 
endeavor to bave all the pits send representatives. 
The object of the coming convention, while not 
announced, is piainly to get the four-cent rate 
adopted on the railroads, in order that the district 
may be uniform. If the railroad miners decide to 
accept the advice of their brethren on the river, 
the number of men on strike after next week will 
be 12,C00, and a bitter fignt may be expected. 
The reasoning of the men in fixing the 
four-cent rate is a new one to find 
in the mouths of working men, and toa certain 
extent is stealing the operators’ thunder. The men 
admit that the lower market is gulched, and that 
the selling price is low, but instead of aceepting 
this asa reason for working at a rednetion they 
took the ground that steady work would only pre- 
long the crowded market, and that the only relief 
was to stop production until the market is in such 
a condition that 4 cents can be paid fer digging.

MR. WILCOX’S INDIGNATION. 


An alleged drum and fife corps paraded 
the streets of New-Brighton, Staten Island, last 
night, and with a number of villagers whom 
their noises had attracted filed into the 
village hall, to constitute an indignation 
meeting against the recent arrests mads 


by the Constabulary of persons skating on Sunday 
on Silver Lake. Mr. J. K. Hamilton Wileox, whe 
had called the meeting, brought it to order by 
stating that on motion of the Apostie James 
the Christian Church had ordained that the 
Sabbath be a day partly of recreation, 
and it was for fulfilling that ordination 
and protecting the liberties of his fellow-citizens 
that he had taken his bold step iu defiance of the 
locai authorities of the law. Mr. Wilcox here pro- 
posed thata Chairman be nominated.

of the votes, and asked fora recount. The can- 
vassers requested the Police in writing to return 
the ballot-bex for this purpose, but this they re- 


fused to do. John Farrell, the United States Su- | 


pervisor of Elections in this district, testified that 
while the count was in progress he noticed a num- 
ber of Coffey ballots put intoapile of Sheriden 
ballots, which he supposed were eounted for Sheri- 
dan. He at once sent wordto Mr. Coffey, who 
then came to the polis and asked for a recount. 
‘You saw the votes mixed and yetyou didn’t 
say anything about it atthe time ”’ askea Judge 
Morris on the cross-examination of the witness. 
‘*Well, Judge Morris,’’ was the reply, “you 
could easier speak of such a thing in the Sixth 
Ward than you could down there.” 
**So you were atraid to speak of it 2” 
‘* No, but I deemed it my duty to keep quiet.” 
Robert Demairs testified that he wernt to the 
Third Election District at 7 o’cloek on the morning 
after election and found the records and tally- 
sheets of the Poll Clerks incomplete and in a badly 
mixed condition. They showed 10 more votes for 
Governor, 10 more for one of the Jndiciary tickets, 


poll-list called for. There were a number of loose 
ballots on the table and ona shelf near the can- 
vassers. His offer to assist in straightening things 
out was declined. James Fitzgerald, who went 
after Coffey at Farrell’s request after the alleged 
mixing-of the Coffey and Sheridan ballots was dis- 
covered, testified that he saw the ballots mixed, 
but on cross-exaniination he got more badly mixed 
up than the ballots were, and swore repeatedly 
that the ballots were mixed after he returned from 
Mr. Coffey’s house. The question of opening the 
ballot-box of this district was next argued «at 
length by ex-Senator Ecelesine for the contestant, 
and ex-Judge Morris for the sitting member. The 
committee decided that they would not receive 
and open the box: first, because the evidence did 
not satisfy them that the ballots now in the box 
were identical with those cast by the voters, and, 
second, because there was no evidence of miscon- 
duct, omission, or error in the returns made to the 
authorities by the Board of Canvassers. The com- 
mittee announced that they had not yet passed 
upon the question of their rignt to open the boxes. 
In reference to Mr. Sheridan’s alleged offer to 
Mundy Schlesinger of $25 if he would sign the re- 
turns, August Breeden, a boy named Johnnie 
Green, John Devoy, Daniel B. Farreli, and Neil C. 
Malone testified that Sehlesinger had sent for 
Sheridan and had had a consultation with him two 
days after the election. Judge Morris informed 
the committee that on the day following the inter- 
view Mr. Sheridan came to him and informed him 
that Schlesinger had offered to sign the returns if 
he would pay him $25. Mr. Sheridan wanted him 
proseeuted, but Judge Morris advised him not to 
do so. One of the witnesses, the boy Green, who 
had summoned Sheridan at Schlesinger’s request, 
was but 9 years old, and Mr. Ecclesine objected to 
his testifying on the ground that he did not under- 
stand the nature of an oath. The following collo- 
quy then ensued: 

Mr. Ecolesine—Do you understand the nature of 
an oath ? 

The boy—No, Sir. 

Ex-Judge Morris—Oh, that isn’t the way to test 
the boy’s understanding. Let me try it. 

Mr. Ecclesine—Oh, I'll get along. Now, my boy, 
do you know what will bappen to you if you tell a 
ie’ 

The Boy—Yes, Sir. 

Mr. Ecciesine—Well, what? 

The Boy—lI’ll never go to heaven, Sir. 

Mr. Ely (of the committee)—I guess he under- 
stands the nature of an oath better than a major- 
ity of the witnesses we have examined. 

The little fellow’s ready answer was received 
with a round of applause, and his ready answers 
on both the examination-in-chief and the cross-ex- 
amination convinced the committee that he was 
telling the truth, and in respect to the point at issue 
exonerated Mr. Sheridan. 

The committee adjourned to Wednesday morn- 
ing at 9 o’cloek, when testimony in the Connolly- 
Lindsay contest will be resumed.

THE CIVIL SUIT AGAINST DE BEVOISE—MR. 
PETRY SWORN IN AS MAYOR, 

The civil suit against Mayor De Bevoise, of 
Long Island City, for the recovery of $108,000 city 
moneys alleged to have been misappropriated by 
him, was called again yesterday for trial in the 
Queens County Circuit Court. Attorney-General 
Russell was present and ready to proceed in 
behalf of the people. Winchester Britton and 
Jere Wernberg, ceunsel for Mayor De Bevoise, 
presented affidavits showing that Charies Sumner, 
the accountant who had examined the accounts 
for Mayor De Bevoise, was too ill to make a state- 
ment, and they accordingly asked for an adjourn- 
ment of the trial. Mr. Develin, counsel forthe 
prosecution, said that in company with a stenog- 
rapher he had visited the hospital in accordance 
with the court’s directions. They saw Mr. Sumner 
and conversed with him. In the opinion of coun- 
sel, Mr. Sumner was in a fit condition to make the 


required statement. Mr. Develin objected to a 
further postponement of the trial on account of 
the alleged illness of Mr.Sumner. Mr. Britton said 
that Mr. Sumner’s illness was peculiar—it was up 
and down. The case could not be tried beforea 
jury without his testimony. If the otherside would 
agree to try the case withouta jury the defense 
would commence the trial then and there. It 
would not be weil to attempt to obtain a judg- 
ment on technical grounds. It was well known 
that Mr. De Bevoise was financially embarrassed, 
and it would be very difficult to collect a pene 
procured in that manner. If it was fairly proved 
that the defendant was legally responsible for 
funds missing from the Treasury of Long Island 
City, he hud responsible friends who would aid him 
in effecting a settlement. Mr. Britton said he 
would ask only until Thursday in which to get 
ready to commence the trial. Mr. Develin re- 
newed his objections to a further delay, and didn’t 
see what Sumuer’s testimony had to do with the 
commencement of the trial. Mr. Britton said he 
was the main witness for the defense. Judge 
Cullen said he would appoint A. N. Weller as Ref- 
eree to gotothe hospital on Saturday next and 
take Sumner’s statement, and again set the case 
down for trial on Monday next. 

The question of the Mayoralty of Long Island 
City was next taken up bythe court. Ex-Judge 
Homer A. Nelson, counsel for George Petry, 
moved for final judgment in the suit of Petry 
against De Bevoise om the ground that defendant 
had withdrawn answer, tothe complaint. Judge 
.Cullen thought that the plaintiff should produce 
satisfactory evidence of his election to the office of 
Mayor of Long Island City before being awarded 
the office. Attorney-General Russell concurred 
with the courtin this and added that as a matier 
of form the case should be submitted to a jury. He 
was opposed tothe suit being settled in the form 
of a compromise. A jury was then impaneled. 
City Clerk Moran and County Clerk Sutpbin 
were called to testify as to the vote cast for 
Mayor in Long Island City, in November, 1880, 
Lucius N. Manley, av Inspector of Elections in the 
Second Ward, testified that the bex into which 
be saw ballots deposited on the election day was 
of areddish color and hada printed slip, bearing 
the word ** City,” pasted on its side, Atthe count- 
ing of the votes, just before the city box was 
opened, a number of persons crowded betweer 
him and the table on which the box stood, so that 
he could not see it. When those persons moved 
away the box was gone, and when the canvassers 
were ready to count a box painted in imitation of 
oak grain was brought forward. This box gould 
not be opened with the keys that were used to 
open the other boxes, It had the words *’ L. I. City’ 
onit. It wastorn open and the ballots counted, 
only 24 or 25 of them being for Mr. Petry. Fifty- 
nine other witnesses swore that they bad voted 
for Mr. Petry. Aftertne noon recess of the court 
Judge Cullen briefly charged the jury. who, after 
remaining out 15 minutes, gave a verdict entitling 
Mr. Petry to the office of Mayor. 

As s00n as Judge Cullen had signed the papers in 
the case Mr. Petry took the oath of office, and later 
inthe afternoon took formal possession of the 
Mayor's quarters. It wasin the election of 1880 
that the contest arose, asd Mr. Petry has only one 
year in which to hold office. He said toa Tres 
reporter after the trial yesterday: “I propose to 
execute the laws in Long Island City. I do not 
know that I shall make any sweeping changes. No 
good men will be turned out of office, you may be 
assured; but I intend to have men in office who 
willsee that the laws are properly enforced. I 
want to see this city redeemed from the disgrace 
which has failen onit.

VZSSELS COVERED WITH IC. 

The British schooner Julia Knitschly, which 
arrived yesterday from Turk’s Island, was caught 
in& north-easterly snow-storm on Jan. 6. Sails 
were blowrj away, and during the following night 
the vessel] became completely covered with ice. 
All of the crew were more or less frostbitten. 


When near port they were unable to furl the sails, 
and had to call upon Pilot-boat No. 20 to assist 
them. The brig Exile, from London, was caught in 
a severe storm during the night of the lith, and 
Was covered with ice. Her crew were obliged to 
go below in order to escupe being frozen. Several 
of the crew of the steam-snip Pouca, which arrived 
yesterday from the Mediterrapean, were frostbit- 
ten.

THE NEW-YORK PRESBYTERY TAKING STEPS 
TO REVIVE THE CITY MISSION. 

A meeting of the Presbytery of New-York 
was held yesterday afternoon in the Scotch Pres- 
byterian Church, in Fourteonth-street, to hear the 
report of a committee to whom had been referred 
a communication frem the Board of Home Missions 
respecting Work among the Chinese in this City, 
and of the committee appointed to nominate a 


standing Committee on Church Extension 
and Sustentation. The Rey. Dr. Spair, of 
Philadelphia, formerly for several years a } 
missionary to China, was called upon to | 


give his views in regard to the necessity for 


establishing a Chinese mission in this City. Dr. | 
Speir said that the fact that Cuina was situated | 
with a vacant continent on one side and on over- 
populated one on the other, showed that there | 
must be a continuous emigration to America in the | 
future. The population of*China increased 300,000 | 
each generation, and the time was coming when | 
the vast South, the unoccupied West, and Mexico | 
would be populated by Chinamen. New-York was | 
to the Chinese of the East what San Francisco was 
to them on the Pacific Coast, the distributing point | 
whence the chief civil and religious influences 

must radiate. The last census fshowed that there | 
were 105.465 Chinamen in America, and the number 





was much larger at present. The same 
census showed that 75,000 of the Chinamen 
were then in California, the only _ place 


where there is a Chinese mission. In this City 
there were, according to the last census, 721 China- 
men, 121 in Brooklyn, and about 800 more in the 
immediate vicinity. After Dr. Speir’s remarks the 
report of the committee was presented by the Rev. 
Dr. G. L. Shearer, of the American Tract Society. 
The report recommended that the school which 
was formerly established in White-street, under 
the direction of the late Miss Riehards, and which 
has been discontinued sinco her death, be removed 
to the property of one of the down-town ehurehes, 
such as the Church of the Sea and Land or the 
Allen, Spring, Seventh, or Canal Street Church; 
that a teaeher be procured who is familiar with 
the Chinese language, and the direetion of the 
school be given either to the session of that 


| church, to the Church Extension Committee, or to 


the Home or Foreign Board of Missions, eas 
the Presbvtery might direct. The question as to 
whether Chinese missions in this country should be 
directed by the Home or Foreign Board of Missions 
was discussed, and the whole matter was finally 
laid over until the meeting of the Presbytery in 
February. The Nominating Committee presented 
the following Committee on Church Extension and 
Sustentation, which was adopted: The Rev. R. R.

DEPOSING BAPTIST PASTORS. 





THE MINISTERS DISCUSSING HOW IT SHOULD 
BE DONE. 

At the meeting of the Baptist Pastors yes- 
terday, the Rev. Dr. Hiscox read an essay on 
“What Constitutes Scriptural Deposition from the 
Christian Ministry.” He said that the Bible fur- 
nished no rule on the subject, but he would recom- 
mend one of two courses. First, every effort 
should be made to reclaim the minister from his 
sins, and, secend, after all endeavors have failed, 
expel him from the membership of the Church, 
and disclaim any responsibility for his acts. 
The minister should be expelled by tae church 


of which he is Pastor; no ecclesiastical coun- 
cil should have power to depose him. 
Objection might be made to this course on the 
ground that the minister might inSist on preaching 
to another congregation, but there was no way of 
stopping such a preaeher’s mouth. If he was 
wrongfully deposed, it would be his right to 
find a people to listen to him; but if he 
was rightfully deposed, his reputation ought 
to prevent 
The Rev. Mr. Brinckerhoff said that Dr. Hiscox had 
failed to meet the predicament of a minister who 
preaches in a church where he has as many oppo. 
nents as friends, and the former finally succeeded 
in driving him out. Then, according to Dr. Hiscox, 
the minister would be disgraced. The Rev. Dr. 
Everts said that public opinion demanded that 
ministers deposed from the pulpit should be 
driven from the profession; that, however, could 
not be done. He thought it was enough to drop them, 
The Rev. Mr. Hughes said he knew that many 
churches were crippled by the power wielded over 
them by worldly ministers. The Rev. J. Henry 
Miller said that no minister was safe when a church 
took umbrage at him. if a few prominent church 
members combined against him he must go, al- 
though he be “called of God.” 

After the debate the meeting went Into secret 
session to determine whether the Rev. Mr. Lewis, 
of Plainfield, N. J..a Seventh Day Baptist. should 
be admitted to membership. Objection was raised 
on the ground that under the constitution of the 
Conference only regular Baptists are eligible to 
membership. On the point of order that a vote 
could not be taken on the question of admitting 
Mr. Lewis, a vote was favorable to Mr. Lewis, bu 
the subject was laid on the table for a week. ’

On the imports, 
of last year the latter rate is 21.77 per cent., 
or more than double the present rate.~ The 
importations were some million and three- 
quarters of pounds, and the article is con-, 
siderably used in cotton manufactures. . The’ 
matter is not of exceeding importance, but. 
if the Senate is going to spend ‘time in this 
way with this result, the chance of a reduc-' 
tion of the tariff at this session is very small. 


' The elevated railroads seem to be largely 
represented in the Assembly. Col. M. C. 
Murray and’ “Gen.” Sprxoua have 'as- 
sumed the réle of attorneys for the Man-, 
hattan corporation, and their fellow-Demo- 
crats are evidently not unwilling to make 
their task easy. Among the most palpable 
grabs of City property made by this grasping 
monopoly is the recent encroachmént on 
the Battery Park.. Commissioner MacLean 
had the temerity to vote against the Battery 
job at every stage of its progress, and by 
that action he was rendered. ineligible for 
reappointment as a Park Commissioner. 
The vote by which consideration of the 
resolution of inquiry into the Battery Park 
swindle was deferred shows that the friends 
of GouLp in the Assembly are numerous and 
active. The Tax Reduction bill, by which 
the railroads attempted last session to cheat 
the City out of its dues found’ its most 
persistent advocates among the Tammany 
members, and the Five: Cent‘ Fare. biil 
owed to them most of the obstacles to its 
passage. With two-thirds of the City dele- 
gation Democratic—a proportion reproduced 
in the composition of the Assembly as a 
whole—it maybe well not to be over- 
sanguine as to the chances of any legislation 
this Winter compelling the Manhattan mana- 
gers to do their duty to the public. Though 
beaten on the Speakership, GovuLp has a 
strong enough hold over the majority in the 


Legislature to give him a sense of compara-.

““UNDER SUSPENSION OF THE 
RULES.” 


‘® The contrivance of allowing the rules of 
the House to be suspended and bills passed 
on certain Mondays of the session by a two- 
thirds vote is an ingenious but.by no means 
a useful: one for / advancing ‘ the business 
‘which: every year clogs, more and more the 
calendar of that body. / It is on these Mon- 
days that the Representatives of the people 
appear to least advantage and show most 
plainly their tendency to sink the pub- 
lic interest in pursuit of, interests much 
narrower. The exhibition made yesterday 
‘was not so striking as is sometimes afforded, 
but it was one not creditable to the character 
of the House. The first movement of im- 
portance was the resolution of Mr. Borrer- 
wortH, of Ohio—a gentleman distinguished 
by his belief that the politics of the country 
do not need reform—fixing a day for the 
consideration of;two bills relating to the 
Pacific railroads, which have been described 
in our Washington dispatches. One of 
them authorizes the consolidation of the 
lines of HuntINGTON and GouLp, and was 
described by Mr. Converse, also of Ohio, 
as the most mischievous piece of legislation 
proposed in the: present+ Congress. The 
resolution failed’ by only two votes of the 
needed: two-thirds) Mr. Kerrer = sus- 
pended the announcement of the vote to 
allow its advocates to secure these votes, but 
in vain, and the experiment will have to be 
tried again. ‘The effort to fix a day was ob- 
viously made because it is easier to secure 
votes for such a proposition than directly 
for a bill, and, the day being fixed, a major- 
ity vote suffices. If the present House is 
wise it will avoid entangling itself in this 
species of legislation, with which itis not 
likely to deal in a manner to repair the 
reputation of the majority, which should at 
this moment be its supreme concern. 
Another bill for which the House con- 
sented to appoint a day was one from the 
Committee. on Education appropriating 
$5,000,000 a year for ten years for the sup- 
port of common schools, the money to be 
distributed in proportion to the number of 
illiterate persons. The object of the bill is 
a good one. The power of Congress to 
vote money for this purpose is questioned, 
but the objections to it on constitutional 


Nee 
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grounds are not strong. The duty of the 
Federal Government to contribute toward 
the education of the colored race, to which 
it has given the right of suffrage, is one 
which may be sustained by very strong argu- 
ments. But the policy of a lump apprepria- 
tion for the aid of free schools is very dan- 
gerous, and the whole subject is one which 
cannot be acted on in the hurry of a short 
session, already nearly half gone, with any 
degree of wisdom and care. Nevertheless, 
the House yesterday, by the overwhelming 
vote of 129 to 20, voted to set apart the 20th 
of this month to the consideration of the 
bill. One cannot help suspecting that this 
action was more sentimental than practical, 
and it is not probable that anything sub- 
stantial will come of it. 

An equally reckless but much more inex- 
cusable piece of business was the fixing of a 
day for the consideration of the bill granting 
to every surviving veteran of the war with 
Mexico and the several Indian wars a pen- 
sion of $8 per month. This is a job pure 
and simple. Not a single consideration 
worthy the attention of a sane and honest 
man can be cited in its favor. The sum of 
money involved is enormous. The Com- 
missioner of Pensions computes it ; to 
be more than $100,000,000, but it 
may very easily exceed even this 
preposterous amount, for we know by dis- 
agreeable experience that the estimates of 
the Pension Bureau are by no means to be 
relied upon. The men who would nomi- 
nally reap the benefit of the bill have no 
claim upon the Government, and do not, as 
a class, make any claim. The Mexican war 
was fought 37 years ago. The soldiers who 
were disabled in the service in that war and 
in the various Indian. wars have been 
duly pensioned. The only possible 
pretense for paying money now to 
those who were not disabled is 
that they rendered service to the country, 
but the account on that score was long ago 
closed, and if it can be again opened there is 
no such thing as calculating what the 
future expenses of this country shall be, or 
how great may be the burdens which we 
or our children may be called on to bear. 
In the view of most people the veterans 
of the war of the Union now unpen- 
sioned are far more strongly entitled 
to a reward for their services to. the 
Nation than are the veterans of the war with 
Mexico, the history of which must always 
fill a dark page in the annals ot the Repub- 
lic, and if the Government is to assume the 
payment of $8a month to the former, the 
American citizen may as well abandon his 
property to the Pension Bureau and emi- 
grate to some land in which there is a limit 
to the taxes. It may’ be remarked, in 
addition, that the bill to which the House 


-extended its favor yesterday repeals the 


law excluding from the class of pensioners 
those who served in the Confederate Army. 
This is, at least, consistent, for the war 


‘with Mexico was in purpose and effect a 


war for the extension of slavery, and if 
those who fought in it are now to be spe- 
cially rewarded, the fact that they afterward 
fought for the perpetuation of slavery and 
the destruction of the Union ought not: to 
be laid up against them. . Possibly the 
time is coming when . it will be 
counted to ¢ their ~ credit. It is not 
fashionable ~ just now to. refer to 
this matter’ in this . spirit, but ° there 
are still a good many people in the United 
States who have not yet arrived: at that 
height of impartiality from which devotion 
to slavery in 1846 or 1861‘is- regarded as 
creating a lien for life on the revenues of the 
Government. 

The House experienced a flash of common 
sense and decent regard for public opinion 
at the last moment, and voted down a propo- 
sition to allow the Richmond banks to bring 
suit in the Court of ‘Claims for the gold be- 
longing to the Confederacy which was taken 
from their vaults in the rebel flight from 
Richmond and afterward captured by the 
Union army. 


THE TENNESSEE .DEBT QUESTION. 


' The Nashville American deprecates New- 
York criticism on the dishonesty of . the 
State of Tennessee in repudiating a large 
part-of her public obligations, and charac- 
terizes it as the’ ‘‘coarse abuse’’ of those 
‘“‘who do not at all understand the situa- 
tion.” ‘ Now, the situation is not in the 
least difficult to understand,: and as Ten- 
nessee bonds ‘are ‘largely held: in New- 
York, : our * people > have « had * occasion 
to make themselves acquainted with it, and 
may claim the right to express their opinion 
on the conduct of'a sovereign Common- 
wealth: which deliberately cheats its cred- 
itors. ‘The American claims to have been in 
favor of preserving the credit of the State 
and meeting ‘its obligations honorably, but 
now it considers the question settled because 
a Legislature and Governor have been elected 
on a repudiating. platform and must fulfill 
their pledges by carrying out the repudiation. 
We have very little respect for the position 
of a newspaper which says that it did not 
approve of the Democratic platform, but sup- 
ported the candidates who stood upon it and 
helped to elect them, and now pleads that 
the men so elected have no alternative but 
to carry out the infamous proposition which 
it claims to have disapproved. It is not en- 
titled to the livery of honesty so long as it 
serves the cause of repudiation for party’s 
sake. 

It may be admitted that some part of the 
debt of Tennessee was inconsiderately in- 
curred, and that some of the later additions 
to it were recklessly, if not corruptly, made. 
It may be further admitted that since a large 
part of these obligations were assumed the 
State has been through a sore experience 
and suffered serious losses. But every dollar 
of the obligations was legally incurred, every 
addition was made by authority of the 
State in due form, the whole debt has been 
repeatedly recognized and affirmed as valid, 
and the State is, in spite of its losses, abun- 
dantly able to pay it. In fact, the addition 
made to its taxable wealth by the railroads 
which its credit brought into existence and 
fostered is more than enough to-day to pro- 
vide for every requirement of the debt with- 
out scaling off a dollar of principal or 
abating a penny of interest. The plea of 
poverty is one of which the State and all 
its people should be ashamed, and it is in 
fact only a cover for rank dishonesty.

State really owes what is.) .0wn as the rail- 
road debt, and the Nashville American is 
not ashamed to refer to this as a ‘‘ mistake”’ 
of ‘‘many of our people.’’ The people of 
Tennessee must be grossly ignorant or 
densely stupid, or else they do not 
make any such mistake. The Internal Im- 
provement act of 1852, under which the so- 
called railroad bonds were issued, was un- 
mistakably demanded by the people for the 
purpose of securing the benefits of a railroad 
system. The bonds were granted to the 
railroad companies on condition that they 
paid the interest as it accrued and the prin- 
cipal when it became due, and a lien upon 
their property was retained by the State to 
enforce the conditions of the contract, but 
the bonds themselves were bonds of the 
State and made no mention of railroads or 
the contract with the railroads. The debt 
to the holder of the bonds was the debt of 
the State, to the payment of which its faith 
was in terms ‘‘ inviolably pledged.’”’ Over 
and over again has this fact, which appears 
in the act of 1852 and on the face of every 
bond, been decided and recognized by all 
departments of the State Government. 

In 1870 an act was passed authorizing the 
railroad companies to which State aid had 
been granted to liquidate their obligations 
to the Commonwealth in any of the out- 
standing 6 per cent. bonds without regard 
to series or numbers. This was done by all 
the solvent companies, and while the par- 
ticular bonds originally issued to them 
may in some part be still outstanding 
there is no ground for including them 
any longer in the ‘‘railroad debt.’’ ’ The 
lien was enforced upon the insolvent 
roads by a safe of their property, ordered 
and affirmed by the court, and the whole 
railroad character and quality of the debt, 
with which the bondholders never had any- 
thing to do, was wiped out. There is now 
neither sense nor honesty in talking about 
the ‘‘ railroad debt’’ and the ‘‘ debt proper.”’ 
The whole debt is the debt of the State, 
equal in validity and in binding force upon 
the honor of Tennessee. It amounts in all 
to considerably less than $30,000,000. 

While the State has no earthly excuse for 
repudiating a single dollar or asking any 
favor of her creditors, never was the most 
unfortunate of debtors more considerately 
treated. The bondholders have offered 
once to forego one-half their interest, and 
again to give up two-fifths of their principal 
and grade the interest through a series of 
years from 3 per cent. to the6 per cent. 
originally pledged. These offers have 
been successively accepted and then re- 
pudiated, and now an act is _ pend- 
ing in the Legislature which, for 
the greater part of the bonds, wipes 
out one-half the principal and one-half the 
rate of interest. It is a proposition based 
upon the Democratic platform of last Sum- 
mer, though it is somewhat worse, inasmuch 
as it scales down by 20 to 24 per cent. the 
‘State debt proper’’ then declared to be ‘‘a 
valid and sacred obligation of the State,”’ 
which should be paid “‘in full.’’ As to the 
rest the platform ‘‘tendered”’ to the credit- 
ors the ‘‘ fifty and three’’ settlement. The 
pending bill does not treat it as a ‘‘tender,”’ 
and says nothing about the assent or the 
consent of creditors. It simply provides for 
funding the outstanding debt in the new 
bonds, declares that ‘‘no part of the pub- 
lic debt shall be funded, paid, or received ex- 
cept as provided in this act,’’ and repeals 
‘‘all laws providing any other, mode or 
manner of funding the debt.’’ The cred- 
itors have no option but to accept these 
bonds or go without their money altogether. 
We maintain that there is neither ‘‘ coarse 
abuse,”’ injustice, nor misunderstanding of 
the situation in characterizing the course of 
the State of Tennessee for the last six years 
in dealing with its financial obligations as 
rank repudiation, dishonesty, and fraud. 


A TRUCULENT MONOPOLY. 


The course of the Jay Gould newspapers 
in regard to the recent diminution of service 
on the Metropolitan Elevated Railroad is 
significant. One of these journals mildly 
observed, when the trouble began, that it 
would probably eventually prove the best 
policy to continue the night service. But 
GovLp’s more immediate personal organ bas 
never uttered a syllable on the.subject from 
first to last. Although the paper omits no 
opportunity to show, by its superservicea- 
ble devotion to what are supposed § to 
be -GouxLp’s interests, that it is his 
faithful . lackey, it has never printed 
a word of rejoinder to the - 
criticisms and complaints lavished upon 
GovuLp and 
papers. It is evident that the order has gone 
out that this is a subject which must not be 
discussed by Jay GouLD'’s newspaper 
organs, - It is a topic that will not bear dis- 
cussion from the GouLp point of’ view. 
And so it comes to pass that at least one 
newspaper, which hypocritically pretends to 
defend popular rights, but which is always 
on the side of the monopolies, has no word 
to say in condemnation of an outrage com- 
mitted on the people of New-York by the 
elevated railway ring. 

In one journal, however, owned by an 
associate of Jay Gou.p, was lately printed 
a paragraph which undoubtedly is the an- 
swer of the ring to the general popular com- 
plaint. It was to this effect: The public 
now has al! the facilities which the expense 
of running the elevated railways will war- 
rant. If there should be a reduction of the 
present rate of fare ordered by the Legisla- 
ture, this would only result in discontinuing 
the trains from running above Fifty-ninth- 
street, east and west. This is not the 
first time this threat has been made. 
When certain parties sought indemnification 
for the damage alleged to have been sus- 
tained by their property in consequence of 
the running of elevated railway trains 
through West Fifty-third-street, it was 
given out that if this sort of persecution 
should be persisted in, the working of the 
road above that point would cease. These 
are the outgivings of a bully. Having 
got possession of a valuable franchise, 
without any cost, these monarchs of the 
road declare that the public has no rights 
whatever in the premises, and that any at- 
tempt to interfere with the selfish manage- 
ment of the property acquired will be pun- 
ished by withdrawing facilities for rapid 
transit. 

Of course, nobody for an instant supposes 


would give up the running of trains over one- 
half of their road. Yet this is precisely what 
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his works by other news-. 


they threaten to do in case the Legislature 
should reduce the fare to a uniform standard 
of five cents, as is proposed. The proposition 
is too childish for serious consideration. It 
is quite possible that the discontinuance of 
the night service on the West Side lines was 
intended to affect the question of the re- 
duction of fares, this matter being 
certain to come up at the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature. But the chances 
are that the insulting and tyrannical spirit 
evinced by the Gould party in this business 
will eventually hasten the passage of the act 
which is thus sought to be averted. Noade- 
quate explanation of the curtailing of service 
on the road has yet been offered by GouLp’s 
mouthpieces. It is well known that the 
gentlemen who have had charge of the man- 
agement of the road, under the direction of 
the President, all of whom are practical rail- 
road men, were in favor of night service be- 
fore it was ordered, and were opposed to its 
withdrawal when discontinuance was di- 
rected. 

GouLD, in his management of the elevated 
railway property, seems to invite and create 
public animosities. His policy has been to 
raise up enemies and to foster popular dis- 
like for him and his schemes. Under a 
more liberal and generous management the 
elevated railways might have been made not 
only convenient and highly useful to our 
citizens, but their interests could have been 
closely identified with the public interests, 
By allowing the subordinate managers to 
manifest a little concern for the com- 
fort and well-being of the patrons 
of the road, and by» a just and 
generous ‘bearing toward: the underpaid 
and ill-used employes of these rich 
concerns, it was possible to make friend- 
ships where nothing but the bitterest hatred 
has been fostered. Suits against the ele- 
vated railway companies for damages to 
persons or property are not only frequent, 
but the mass of the people are beginning 
to regard all such proceedings as the proper 
punishment of a corporation which is char- 
acterized by dishonesty, extortion, tyranny, 
and oppression. And in the face of this 
growing popular hatred for the juggling 
thimble-riggers who control the elevated 
railway property, it is proposed to meet a 
proposition to reduce rates of fare with a 
threat to reduce still further the facilities of 
travel on the road. This threat ought not 


to be heeded. 
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CURIOUS STATISTICS. 


A short time ago one of those irreverent 
sheets that mock at the holy cause of female 
suffrage remarked that the advocates of the 
cause were either maiden ladies of advanced 
years or married women without children. 
This remark attracted the attention of Miss 
Susan B. AnTHOony, who is not only an ad- 
vocate of female sufirage but is also a 
maiden lady, and was formerly of advanced 
years. She instantly published a refutation 
of the assertion that the married advocates 
of the cause are childless. Her statistics 
were quite unanswerable. They showed 
that every married woman of any promi- 
nence in the female suffrage movement was 
to a greater or less extent the mother of chil- 
dren. One lady only had contented herself 
with a single child, while many others 
boasted the possession of from four to seven 
children. This was a complete refutation 
of one part of the original slander, and 
though Miss AnTHony could not and did 
not attempt to deny that she herself was un- 
married, yet she is the only prominent un- 
married champion of the rights of her sex, 
and there is not the slightest doubt that, had 
she thought favorably of matrimony, she 
might have married and celebrated her gold- 
en wedding scores of years ago 

Useful as Miss ANTHONY’S statistics as to 
children have proved in answering a loath- 
some libel, it is nevertheless possible that 
their publication was a mistake. There is one 
very ‘remarkable peculiarity in these statis- 
tics. Nearly all the children are girls. Mrs. 
Smith has seven girls, Mrs. Brown has five 
girls, Mrs. Robinson has four girls and a 
boy, and the other ladies mentioned by 
Miss AnTHony all exhibit the same pref- 
erence for girls. This is quite unprece- 
dented. . Married women who care nothing 
about female suffrage show no preference 
for one sex over the other, and their boys 
are as numerous as their girls. The fact 
that about seventy-eight and a half per cent. 
of all the children of female suffragists are 
girls gives us a hint which it would be folly 
to disregard as to the real purposes of the 
leaders of the cause. 

At present the two sexes all over the world 
are nearly equal in‘numbers. Should the 
majority of our women adopt the principles 
and practices advocated by Miss ANTHONY 
and her friends this equality would soon 
cease. There would be more than three 
times as many women as men, and this dis- 
parity would constantly increase. Women 
would hence constitute an overwhelming 
majority of . our people, and would not 
only control all the elections, but would 
crowd every profession and occupation and 
keep man hopelessly in a position of political 
and social inferiority. 

Unless the female suffragists desire the 
extinction of the human race—and Miss AN- 
THONY’S statistics certainly do not support 
the existence of such a desire—they must 
include polygamy among their contemplated 
reforms. It is obvious that when, after the 
triumph of the female suffrage cause, the 
population is found to consist of seventy-; 
eight and a half per cent. of women, more. 
than two-thirds of these will find it utterly 
impossible to procure private husbands. The 
race will be threatened with extinction, and 
the only remedy will be polygamy. Miss An- 
THONY’s friends are never tired of telling us 
that woman is now regarded by man merely 
as his servant and the mother of his chil- 
dren. What can be more probable than that 
the female suffragists intend to treat men in 
the future as they themselves have been 
treated in the past—to make man simply a 
servant and the father of children. Being 
physically stronger than woman, man can 
do from two to three times as much work. 
One man can be made to cook, sweep, sew, 
and keep house generally for three female 
suffragists, and in such a_ situation he 
would naturaily experience that sense of in- 
feriority to woman which he now declines 
to feel. This is not a pleasant prospect for 
man, but it is what inevitably awaits him if 
woman suffrage triumphs and if Miss AN- 


| THONYT’S statistics are prophetic. 


The world will be a curious place when 
seventy-eitht and a half per cent. of its 


population are women. Men will doubtless 
be made to do military duty, and to kill rats 
and mice, but all other important duties will 
be discharged by women. So long as men 
are kept in the minority they will be help- 
less, and it is to the last degree improbable 
that they will ever be permitted to form 
more than a fourth of the population. 

Miss AnTHONY’s statistics have thus re- 
vealed to us the true nature of the conspur- 
acy popularly known as the woman suffrage 
movement. Miss ANTHONY will perhaps 
hasten to deny that her statistics admit 
of the meaning above imputed to them, 
but men will receive her denial with a sweet 
but incredulous smile. Can she deny the 
truth of her own statistics? Of course she 
cannot. Will she venture to pretend that 
the enormous excess of girls which they ex- 
hibit isa mere accident? Men will answer 
that so prolonged a series of “accidents,” 
occurring in so many places, has unmistaka- 
bly the appearance of premeditation. It is 
well that we have discovered in time what 
female suffrage means. Now, if the con- 
spiracy triumphs, we shall have only our- 
selves to blame. 


In connection with the recent hotel disas- 
ters, jointed ladders, telescoping towers operated 
by hydraulic pressure, waist-beits, check-pulleys, 
and ineombustible ropes are spoken of and com- 
mented upon with wonderfal confidence both by 
men who have a private axe to grind and by those 
who never have been in a burning building or even 
seen a fire progress from its beginaing. Practical 
experience has shown that before the jointed lad- 
ders can be lifted the fate of the building and its 
occupants is generally decided; the telescoping 
towers are equally tardy in arriving, and when on 
the ground are useless because of telegraph wires 
strung infront of the building, and the rope and 
check-pulley appliance is one which even a pro- 
fessional gymnast would hesitate to use when so- 
ber. Like the hydrant and coiled hose on each 
floor of a hotel, these fixtures have a wonderfully 
confident air until. the hour of danger arrives, 
and then they collapse. The difference in the 
results of the Milwaukee and St. Louis hotel 
fires was evidently only due to the fact that 
the Fire Department attending the latter was 
more prompt and powerful. Three or four min- 
utes’ delay would have been fatal. for the house 
itself was but little adapted for combating its de- 
stroyer or helping its inmates to escape. The true 
way to guarantee the safety of hotels is to compel 
their buliders by law to take precautions against 
fire. The elevator shaft is now the gunpowder 
train which fires fleor after floor with awful rapid- 
ity and eonducts the smoke to the corridors in 
such quantities as to make the staircases impassa- 
ble. This, then, should be enforcedly built of 
brick or iron, with self-closing iron doors from top 
to bottom. The wooden staircases, too, should be 
abolished, and only iron or stone allowed in their 
construction. Their number proportionately to 
the floor area should be fixed by law, and signs in- 
dicating their whereabouts should be fixed along 
the corridors under gas fixtures constantly burn- 
ing. It may be impossible in the West to prescribe 
that no building to be used for public accommoda- 
tion shall be constructed of wood, but at least if 
they are so constructed they should be proportion- 
atelysaddied with safety rules as they are more 
dangerous. Boilers are required to be tested and 
approved before being operated, and why not have 
a similar system of espionage and yearly examina- 
tion into the death-traps which fill the country on 
all sides, and which are only waiting for a mouse 
to nisble a mateh in the flooring or a sleepy cham- 
ber-maid to overturn her lamp to precipitate a 
tragedy like the one recently en acted ? 

— 

That true and—so often—tried friend of the 
judiciary, Mr. Jay Govunp, has felt it incumbent 
upon himself to come forward in defense of 
Judge Fouttett, whose singular conduct in hold- 
ing a secret session of the Supreme Court last 
week in a private room of the Windsor Hotel Taz 
Times found it necessary to criticise at the time. 
The exposure-of the pernicious and altogether in- 
defensible practice has, it would seem, called forth 
some just and indignant comments, which, while 
they show a healthytone of public sentiment, are 
hardly for that reason gratifying to those at whom 
they are cirected. In defense of Judge Fo.ierr 
this explanationis now put forward asto what he 
did at the hotel: “The Windsor Hotel meeting 
was a private one of the counsel and the 
Judge to settle findings. Such settlements 
have for a hundred years always taken 
place in private, for they are matters, 
as every lawyer knows, exclusively between coun- 
sel and Judge, and will undoubtedly be so had for 
acentury tocome.”’ Ifthis statement of alleged 
fact were true it might be considered a defense, 
but, as it happens to be absolutely false, it only 
serves to show to what straits an apologist for the 
Judge's illegal conduct is necessarily reduced. 
The settlement of findings “‘ for a case or bill of 
exeeptions” does not, *‘as every lawyer knows,” 
take place until after there has been a decision. 
The findings are supposed to be the conclusions of 
the court, the ‘‘case” contains the data upon 
which the findings are based, and the exceptions 
include the legal points upon which an appellant 
relies in order to obtain from a higher ceurt a re- 
versal of judgment. All this presupposes that 
there has been some decision: or judgment 
from which an appeal is about to be taken. . In the 
case under discussion, however, the facts are far 
different. There had been no completed trial and 
no decision from which an appeal was in contem- 
plation. The trial, in fact, was still in progress, 
according to the statements made by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Russevt and his assoelate counsel, ex-Judge 
Comstock, to Tmes reporters on two successive 
days. The. hearings at © the Windsor - Hotel, 
continued during Wednesday ‘and Thursday 
of last week, were for the: alleged pur- 
pose of hearing the closing arguments ef 
counsel on both sides... Among these arguments 
was one based on a very formidable-looking brief 
of thirty-four printed pages, which ends with the 
dictum that “judgment should be giver as asked 
forin the complaint.” This, at least, ought to be 
conclusive as showing there had been no juag- 
ment from which to appeal and no findings or case 
and exceptions to be settled. An explanation 
founded upon a misstatement of facts can hardly 
benefit any onein whose behalf it is put forth. 
Would it not be better forthe Judge to obey the 
law which forbids secret sessions of court, even 
though a willing Attorney-General and an ex-Judge 
of the Court of Appeals lend the sanction of their 
presence and co-operation, rather than to find it 
needfulto havea personlike Goutp afterward 
rash forward witha defense of the kind referred 


to? 

There is no question that the meeting of the 
New-York State Medical Society, whose sessions 
will commence in a few days at Albany, will be a 
stormy one, unless the advocates of the new code, 
whieb was adopted last year, are prepared to give 
way and submit to its repeal or the friends of the, 
old order of things prove less bellicose than Is at 
present anticipated in medical circles. At the last 
meeting of the Medieal Society of the County of 
Warren, held only a week or two ago, action was 
taken by a large affirmative majority upon a reso- 
lution instructing the delegates of the society who 
will attend the sessions of the State organization 
this Winter to work and vote for the repeal of the 
obnoxious statute, which was introduced with such 
aflourish of trumpets only a year ago as an ad- 
vance in medical civilization. The point upon 
which issue is taken is constituted by that clause 
of the’new code whieh permits regular practition- 
ers to consult with homeopaths and others, pro- 
vided they are graduates of properly established 
medical schools and are duly registered under the 
laws of the State of New-York as legally qualified 
practitioners. It is urged in favor of this clause by 
its advocates that, although differing in theories 
of treatment from the old school of prac- 
tice, homeopathic physicians are, in the mass, as 
well trained in the medical sciences, in anatomy, 
physiology, &c..as any other class of practition- 
ers; they possess excellent and well-eqhipped 
medical colleges, manned by Facalties of compe- 
tent Professors; they have founded and maintain 
special hospitals ard dispensaries; in short, there 
is no doubt as to their legal or intellectual stand- 
ing in the profession. It is absurd, the liberalists 
argue, to refuse recognition eas physicians to men 


' whom the State laws acoert inst as fully and unre- 


servedly as they accept practitioners of the so-called 
regular sehool—an insult to popular intelligence, to 
the wisdom of the registry law, and to a large body 
of learned and able workers in medicine. All thig 
may be true, and it sounds liberal to put ont one's 
hands and say to one’s fellow in the profession, 
“Sinking all differences of opinion. I will meet you 
as a pbysician, irrespective of name or schoo!; both 
are doctors; you shall not call yourself a hemeo- 
ath, and I will not call myself an aliopath.”’ Thig 
is what the advocate of the new code practical- 
ly wishes to say to his brethren of the homeo- 
pathic persuasion: but the old-fashioned, iron-sided 
practitioner will have none of this liberalism. 
He remembers that the delegates from the State 
of New-York to the meeting of the American Medi- 
cal Association last Spring were ignominiously ex- 
pelled from that bedy; refused recognition as dele- 
gates and as physicians; and this settles, of course, 
the general sentiment of the profession through- 
out the country toward the idea of fellowship on 
equal terms with homeopaths. The average 
medical man of the old school has not arrived at 
the degree of civilization that enables him to ac 
cept the homeopath as a medical brother entitled 
to fees for his services. Moreover, he is not 
anxious to be enlightened and to arrive at that 
state of liberal beatitude. The fate of the new 
code, therefore, in view of the number of mani- 
festoes that have been huried against it by county 
medical secieties and of the general pressure of 
the profession for its repeal. would seem to be set- 
tled and sealed beforehand, and without debate. 
Possibly the “no code” party will win this time; 
for it must not be forgotten that there is a large 
olass of physicians in this State who believe that 
all codes are relics of barbarism and ought to be 
abolished. and who will vote to repeal the rew 
but not to reinstate the old.

Catholic countries, is not so regarded here, where 
it has long been ordained that it is wicked to waltz 
after the clock has struck 12 0n Saturday night 
Inasmuch as it is now imperative among would-be 
fashionaples to dine not earlier than 7:30—many 
dine at 8—a ball does not generally begin un- 
til 11, and is not over until the small 
hours; consequently the gay young elerk or bud- 
ding lawyer goes to bed full of ball champacne at 
8 A. M., to turn out with disordered digestien and 
Weary eyes at 8 and hurry down to his work, where 
the effects of the previous twelve hours are clearly 
exhibited in his dull and sleepy condition throngh 
the day. If balls on Saturday nights are indeed 
wicked, of course they are out of the question. nor 
do we take any exception to dinners at 7, or even 
7:30,as it is a very sensible hour for those who arenot 
ball-goers, but in the interest of the working young 
men of the day, balls, if they begin late, shou'd at 
any rate close early. When people are going ta 
the theatre they dine earlier in consequenee. Why 
cannot they do the same as regards balls? The ball- 
givers would gain by attention to this point, since 
they complain that they often cannot get men ta 
come and have to put up with ‘‘ mere boys.” The 
fact is that men are too much alive to their inter- 
ests to sacrifice their health and get into the condi- 
tion of the youth'who, lately at a fashionable dinner 
party, fell fast asleep from sheer fatigue. These 
attempts to imitate the ways of a society existing 
under different conditions become worse than folly 
when they come to involve health and business 
prospects. It is said that the men will come late, 
but if balls were given from 9 to1, and the band 
ceased playing, then men would soon get into the 
way of coming earlier, amd recognize the good 
sense of the change.

Hone Kone, Dec. 23.—The death of the 
Vieeroy of Nanking is daily expected.

Severe shocks of earthquake were felt in Hong 
Kong and in the island of Amoy in the middle oj 
December. 

The Foochow Arsenal is preparing for the con- 
struction of iron-clads on a large scale. Ten ships 
of various dimensions have been ordered by the 
Government. 

Choy, a rising Chinese lawyer of London train- 
ing, now a confidential employe of the Govern: 


ment, is about to be dispatched to Europe on im- 
portant diplomatic service. 

Mrs. John Russell Young, wife of the American 
Minister, is greatly improved in health, and no 
danger 1s now apprehended. 

Reports from Peking indicate that the relations 
between China and the foreign powers are 
ing unsatisfactory on the question of the right of 
foreign merchants to manufacture in the open 


ports. 

The United States Consul General at Shanghal 
and Minister at Peking have protested against the 
action of the Nanking: Viceroy in obstructing the 
Cotton-yarn Company of Mr. Wetmore, the manu- 
facture ef silk by Russell & Co.. and electric light 

agencies—all American interests. The recent re- 
fusal of the United States Minister to sanction the 
arrest of Mr. Wetmore’s clerk, ordered hy the Vice- 
roy, has keen followed bya proposal of the Vice- 
roy to withdraw the order of arrest, provided Mr. 
Wetmore abandons his enterprise. The result is 
awaited with considerable interest by the Dinlo- 
matic body. Herr Von Brandt. the German En- 
yoy. has given the Peking Government to under- 
stand that any attempt to carry out ar obstructive 
licy with bis Government will be opposed by 
oree. The other foreign representatives are lesa 
concerned about manufacturesin China. The Eng- 
lish would not object to see them suppressed, as 
England already supplies a large portiom of the 
tten 8. 
“i prepesal is understood to have been made by 
Capt. St. John, of the British Navy, that England 
annex a certain island on the coast of Corea and 
establish a colony and naval station. Prince Kung 
shows no signs of recevery. : 

Yoxonama, Dec. 31.—Hanahusa, for man 
years Japanese Envoy to Corea, has been promoted 
to Minister to Russia.

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DIGGING IN THE RUINS 


SEARCHING FOR 7THE NEWHALL 
HOUSE VICTIMS. 

BLOW PROGRESS OF THE WORKMEN—LATEST 
ESTIMATES OF THE LOSS OF LIFE—PER- 
SONAL EXPERIENCES OF THE SAVED. 

Mrrwavckes, Jan. 15.—One hundred and 
fifty men are at work searching for bodies to-cay. 

The work proceeds more rapidly, yet the total re- 

sult of the forenoon's search was enly two bodies, 

which were so badly burned as to render recog- 
nition impossible. Thus far 20 little beaps—prou- 
pounced by the physicians to be human flesh and 
bones—have been taken from the ruins. As far as 
can be ascertained, 39 persons are still missing. 
Gen. Tom Thumb has made frequent calls at 
Police Head-quarters every day since the fire to see 
if his trunk had not been found. He examines 
closely every trunk received, but has failed to find 
the object of hissearch. His trunk contained his 
pvercoat, clothing. jewelry, and a collection of old 
soins. The General was very indignant over 
the report that Officer O’Brien rescued him and his 
wife. Yesterday afternoon he told Chief Wason 
that he resened O'Brien, who might otherwise 
have perished. He admits that O’Brien awakened 
bim and his wife and remained in their room about 

10 minutes while they were dressing, but when 

they left the room he found a ladder by 


which they made their escape. and as he com- 
menced to descend the ladder he told O’Brien that 
he had better follow him. The General and his 
troupe left the city tais morning. but wot until he 
had warned the Police ones _ inform him im- 
ediately if his trunk was found. 

~The sabort afioat to the effect that Mr. Antisdel 
had disappeared is who ly untrue. He was found 
this morning at Prof. Haskel’'s residence stili suffer- 
ine from the terrible shock, but is not in danger. 
The reporter asked what truth there was in the 
rumor that the night watchman atthe Newhall 
House was instructed that in case of fire the office 
clerk was to be informed of it without regard to 
awakening the cuests. Mr. Antisdelsaid, in an im- 
pressive, melancholy way that there was not a 
word of truth in it, and that all these stories afloat 
concerning him and his actions and intentions 
were told with aview of injuring him. E 

Benjamin Tice. the head cierk of the Newhall 
House, has made the following statement bearing 
on the origin of the fre: Down near the front of 
the stairs leading from the inside of the hotel to 
the barber's shop was a little closet used for kin- 
diing-wood and separated by only a wooden 

tion from the shaft of the elevator. 
e fire was set inthat closet. Of course, it burned 
throngh the ‘partition into the hatehway before it 
went far enough in any other direction to be dis- 
covered. The inside of the hatchway was satu- 
rated with oil from the machinery. especially 
up to the third amd _ fourth stories. 
The flames, feeding on this oiled wood, 
roshed right up the hatehway, bursting out 
onthe third and fourth stories, where it was first 
geen from the outside. It was this burning of the 
oiled wood all the way up the hatchway that made 
such a dense smoke and terrible heat. Many of 
those saved were territly burned by the heat. al- 
though they did not come into contact with the 
flames. The fiames did not reach me. and yet you 
tan see how I am fixed. 

Here Mr. Tice be!d up both his arms above the 
bed on which he lay. His hands are so burned as 
to be useless for the present. and are kept wrapped 
fo bandages. His nose, cheeks, and ears are badly 
burned, while bis hair is not singed. Mr. Tice was 
sleeping in a room on the sixth story when the fire 
broke ont. 

John Gilbert. the actor, is reported better. He 
jmagines that he has been indulging freely. and _re- 
marked to his physicians this moreing, “ This 
drinking whisky isa terrible thing.” Though he 
may not live. the shock of the news of the death 
of his w'te will be kept from him as long as possible. 

Christina Hagen. one of the servants reported 
missing. issafe This makes 96 known to be saved 
out of 177. Fifty-one bodies so far have been re- 
covered, 28 of which were burned beyond recogni- 
tion, leaving 30 stil! missing. Itis not known, butit 
is supposed the register is in the safe, which will be 
reached by he diggers soon. as also the court in the 
centre where probably most of the bodies will be 
found. The excavation reached the west wall to- 
day, where five bodies were found im a heap under 
the servants’ quarters. It is impossible to ferm a 
correct estimate as to the loss of life until the 
books of the hotel can be obtainea. An afternoon 
paper made the following statement: “Taken to 





the morgue, 16; received from the ruins, 
21; since died, 8; dead not taken 
to the morgue, 5: total, 50. This 


does not include fragments of bodies found. About 
40 people reported missing are yet unaccounted 
for. which swells the list to 90. It is almost certain 
that over 10) people lost their lives by the calami- 
ty. No official investigation will be made until the 
termination of work at the ruins, and the bodies, 
meantime, wil! remain at a temporary morgue un- 
less positive identifications are made. In such 
cases, identified bodies will be given to their frienas. 
’ Mr. A. Weller, manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph office here, makes the following state- 
ment: “Careful inquiry of those who witnessed 
the burning of the Newhall House from the com- 
mencement develops the fact that tne telegraph 


wires offered no obstruction to saving 
life. but on the contrary three or four 
persons were saved by jumping upon the 


wires, thereby breaking the force of the fall. 
It was reported that Allen Johnson and wife could 
have been savea if the wires had not obstructed 
the raising of ladders, whereas the highest 


adder the Fire Department had was raised 
inside the wires, but was not long 
enough to reach the windows, and the 


Inmates had to jump to the sidewalk and were 
killed. There were two fire-escape ladders fastened 
to the house, one on Michigan-street and one on 
Broadway, leading from the top of the house to the 
ground and passing by the hall windows of everv 
story, and yet only three or four lives were 
saved by them. Every avenue of escape 
was apparently forgotten in the panic, and some 
parties jumped through the skylight of an adjoin- 

g building and were severely injured, while the 

re-escape was within three feet of them. The 
reports telegraphed everywhere that the telegraph 
wires were responsible for loss of life originated in 
the brains of a few excited individusls who knew 
nothing of the facts.”

‘MISS GARRISON’S ALLEGED ABDUCTION. 


Sr. Lovis, Jan. 15.—Constable James Ryan 
last night arrested two hoodlums named ‘* Nosey” 
and Charies O'Brien, who, it is believed, were 
among the alleged abductors of Mies Garrison. 
While visiting the saloon of a friend of his named 
Herman, at No. 920 North Ninth-street, the latter 
Informed tne officer that curing the time Mrs, 
Levy’s upper floor was occupied by four men. as 
glready described, his saloon, which is close by, 
was frequently visited by four men, who spent 
their time watching closely an assignation house 
opposite kept by a Mrs. Levelie. As Herman said 


this he pointed to the two O’Briens, who were in 
the saloon at the time, and remarked that they 
were two of four men he aliudedto, While they 
were talking John Hughes, a hoodlum, who 
offered to deliver Miss Garrison to her family for 
§500, and was arrested and subsequently released, 
pntered the place, recognized the O’Briens, 
but seeing Ryan, turned aside to the bar, 
took a drink, and hurriedly left. The saloon- 
keeper remarked as he departed that he was an- 
piher of the four men,andi Ryan at once decided 
jo arrest the O’Briens. They tried to get away, 
and one of them did so, the other one, ** Nosey,” 
being detained aftera hard fight. He was turned 
pver to the Police, and Ryan re‘urning caught 
Charies and turned him in too. There is hardiy 
any doubt that the right men aresecured. The 
Police are looking after Hughes, who Saturday 
nigbt, in order to be avenged on Mrs. Levy, who 
bad told ali she knew of her late lodgers. called at 
her place and brutally assaulted her. He was ar- 
rested and admitted to bail, and now it is believed 
bas fled to Chicago.

A FIRE IN TARRYTOWN. 

At about 8:30 o’clock on Sunday night,while 
Mr. Samuel! C. Lewis was sitting in the sitting-room 
of his residence on Broadway. Tarrytown, West- 
chester County, he was suddenly made aware that 
the house was on fire and that the flames had made 
such headway that he would not have much time 


to do anything toward saving his goods. His wife 
und the children had retired to their rooms up 
stairs. He had only time to go up and get them 
Dut by a back stairway when the house was envel- 
pped in flames. He saved most of his valuabie 
pepers and a little of the furniture that was in the 
parlor and dining-room.

Ca oeeator McArthur presented a bill requiring the 
introduction of the commutation system into the 
Elmira Reformatory. The usual suffrage bill, giv- 
ing to women the right to vote, was introduced by 
Senator Boyd. Two delegations from Lewis County 
have come to Albany to interest themselves with 
the ease of ex-Senator John O'Donnell, the Anti- 
Monopoly candidate for Railroad Commissioner. 
One desires to see him confirmed and brings a 
petition to that effect sicned by upward of 200 
reputable residents of the county. The other 
appears to be composed largely of Democrats, who 
say that they have fought O'Donnell for years in 
that county, recognizing him as one of their 
bitterest Republican opponents. They declare 
that it would bea monstrous thing fora Demo- 
cratic Senate to confirm him. 

They bring with them the copy of a contract 
alleged to have been executed by Mr. O'Donnell on 
Jan. 20with the Uticaand Black River Railroad, 
by which he is permitted to transport freight fer 
25 cents per 100 pounds, while the usual charges 
are 40 cents. Mr. O'Donnell, when the subject was 
called to his attention, said that this is the same 
form of contraet that hasbeen made by the com- 
pany for inany years, and that all classes of busi- 
ness men in that section who are willing toagree to 
send ali their freights over that railroad through- 
out the year can, and do, make the same contracts. 
Mr. O’Donne!l adds that he signed the contract 
early in December, and that about 10 days before 
his name was sent to the Senate by the Governor 
he wrote to the railroad company’s officers 
asking them to return him the contract as he 
desired to cancelit.

A KEG OF GOLD STOLEN. 





THIEVES CAPTURE FIFTY THOUSAND DOL- 
LARS AND LEAVE NO TRACE BEBSIND. 

A shipment of $100,000 was sent from the 
Sub-Treasury in this City through Wells, Fargo & 
, Co., to the United States fleet on the Pacific, by 
the steamer City of Para, which arrived at Aspin- 
wall on the 29th ult. The money—American 
gold coin—was packed in two small kegs, weigh- 
ing in the neighborhood of 200 pounds each. The 
kegs were received in Panamathe same evening, 
and stored for safe-keeping in the Panama 
Railroad Company’s vault. Delivery was not made 
until Monday, the Istinst., when on opening the 
vault it was discovered that one keg was missing. 
No locks had been broken, either of the doors of 
the freight-house in which the vault is situated or 
of the vault itself. Evidence was found that the 


keg had béen opened in the freight-house, but 
neither the keg nor any vestige of its valuable con- 
tents could be discovered afteralong and careful 
search. Ali possible measures were taken to dis- 
cover the thieves or the booty, but without com- 
plete success. Several arrests were made, but 
nothing positive had been ascertained upto the 
8d inst. to throw light upon the mysterious affair. 

The Panama Railway Company has offered $5,000 
rew.rd for the recovery of the stolen money, 
($50,000,) and $5,000 additional for the arrest of the 
guilty parties. The Panama Siar and Herald of 
the 4th inst. says: * The robbery was a most clever 
and adroit affair. and exhibits too many of the evi- 
dences of the expert manipulator of locks and keys 
te be the work of any of our mere Jocal bunglers 
at such business, Still, some of the latter may be 
the authors of the crime, and. if so, they are not 
likely to escape detection for any considerable 
period. Inthe great infiux of a foreign element, 
however, bad and good, coming we know not 
whence, to depart to-morrow we know not whith- 
er, after having aceomplished purposes more or 
less ostentatiously revealed or artfully con- 
cealed, there are, no doubt, veritable knights of 
industry among us) upon whose actions no watch 
can be kept and whose character probably acci- 
dent alone may reveal. We are repeating over 
again the story of the golden days of 1849, when 
adventurers of every country passed over this nar- 
row neck of land, crime was rampant, and only an 
extemporized vigilance committee of one man and 
a few assistants restored the reign of law and as- 
sured protection to life and property in transit. 
The Government of this day have to meet just this 
sort.of situation, and it remains to be seen whether 
they will do it effectively or leave the work for 
others to perform.” 

The Panama Canal of the 3d inst. says: ‘“‘A 
most unaccountable robberv of $50,000 has oc- 
curred lately in our city. It is known that $100,- 
000 were bronght from New-York by the steam- 
ship City of Para for the United States frigate 
Pensacola, now in our bay. The money was 
landed at Colon in two sealed, large kegs on Fri- 
day afternoon, and brought by the rails of the 
Panama Railroad Company, reaching their desti- 
nation here early in the evening, when it was de- 
posited at the vaultsof the company as usual. 
Yesterday, when the Purser of ths Pensacola 
came to receive the money, one of the large kegs 
with $50,000 was missing from the vaults. The 
case, if im proper hands and vigorously pursuea, 
eannot miss the tracks of the robber, as they are 
suggested by the very circumstances attending its 
perpetration.” 

Mr. Thomas F. Acton, the United States Sub- 
Treasurer in this City, said last night he had reason 
to believe that tbe report of the robbery was sub- 
stantially correct, but he had no official informa- 
tion on the subject. He had no recoliec- 
tion of such a shipment as the one 
referred te. The money was not forwarded by the 
Sub-Treasury; it was simply paid out to the par- 
ties who held the warrants. and he knew nothing 
of its destination. He learned, however, about a 
week ago. that a detective agency had been mak- 
ing inquiries regarding a robbery of gold in transit 
between this City and Panama, and he had no 
doubt the robbery rnow reported was the one 
which the detectives had inquired after. 

Cashier Floyd, of the Sub-Treasury, said last 
night that Mr. Pinkerton reported the fact of the 
robbery to him on Saturday last, and that three 
men had been arrested in Panama on suspicion of 
being connected with the theft. Mr. Pinkerton 
nents not be seen last night, as he was absent from 
the City.

MISS ANDERSON AS PAULINE. 

Miss Mary Anderson returned to our stage 
last night at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre. Miss An- 
derson returns to us at year intervals, like the rose. 
The theatre was not quite filled, though it con- 
tained aiarge and cordial audience. 
of Lyons’’—that very touching drama, written by 
Bulwer, when he stood on ‘iis highest stilts—was 
acted, and Miss Anderson appeared as Pauline, a 
character which has not, heretofore, held a con- 
spicuous place in her rather broad repertory. Her 
performance was wel! liked, and the young actress 
was called frequently before the curtain. Flowers 
were offered to her, and otter marks of pub- 
lic affection were displayed. It is worth while to 
observe Miss Anderson's performances, as these are 
seen from yearto year. She is one of the women 
now on the stage in whose works one looks eager- 
ly for improvement, for finer and better pereep- 
tion, for growing humanity, for progressivepess. 
She beganto act with hazardous ambition in her 
youth. Sherose quickly to altitudes. Tnere was 
a fire,an impulse in her acting, which stirred the 
people. It was soon found, however, that her 
| talent was crude, rough, uncertain. Some were 
inclined to place slight value upon her talent. Yet, 
after all, Miss Anderson had talent, and we are 
not disposed to think that she has gone back- 
ward. Sne is at this moment a woman with 
even more force, with direct and clear dramatic 
instinct, with a superb breadth of manver which is 
rare and impressive, with a natural dignity of style, 
and with a voice that is eloquent and powerful. 
She has gained sincerity and tenderness, moreover, 
and she bas'almosi gained pathos. Her faults are 
on the surface. There is a lack of flexibility in her 
gestures, which are occasionally awkward, and in 
her voice, which is not used skillfully. There is a 
false rjn¢ at timesin her utterance. Her exuber- 
ance of strength leads her into that worst form of 
acting—ranting. She is deliberately artificial, also, 
at intervals when her nature should be most sim- 
ple. Yet the effect of her acting, after saying all 
that can be said against it, is fercible, genuine, ear- 
nest in an exceptionally high degree. If criticism 
ishould attempt to rid the world of whatever talent 
8 crude and rude, criticism woula amount to an 
unfortunate iconoclasm. There isa power which 
never reaches inte)luctual art; but that power may 
still be sure. Miss Anderson has an ability which 
is akin to such a power. Her acting shows 
intensity of emotion, flashing enthusiasm; it has 
bursts of vital inspiration and truth. It is un- 
balanced, uneven, unversatile acting. But one 
must aecept her as she is—unquestionably a very 
interesting actress, and not lessinteresting because 
the bloom and the cruaity of youth appear in her 
work. Atpresent it is her talent which masters 
her. The real and great artist is always a master 
of his talent. There is no tyrant like your 
genius. It is savage, blind—until one tames it. 
An actor is never perfect until he acts from 
his whole nature, not from the surface of his 
nature, nor from any part of it. Miss Anderson 
has too much voice still and too little heart, too 
much talent and too little understanding. Yet she 
is progressive and earnest enough, we believe, to 
learn—to learn with the fineand flowing energy of 
youth, with that aspiring youth which is more 
beautiful than wisdom. In the character of Pauline 
Miss Anderson is not ill fitted. She acts the char- 
acter witha tragio intensity, with a sweep and 
strength, which lift it out of its rhetorical senti- 
mentalism. The strokes in her performance are 
bold and effective. In the third act she overdoes 
her tearfulness; and. at the close of the fourth act, 
her ranting is stark wildness. But the bulk of her 
performance, taken altogether, reaches the imagi- 
nation. 

The assisting cast was not brilliant last night. 
The Beauseant of Mr. Thomas Ford was over- 
charged with sepulchral staccato; less important 
parts were weakly treated. Mr. R. L. Dowing, 
who was the Claude Melnotte, is not an entirely 
poor actor, though he is a very unsatisfactory 
actor. He hasan exeess of lungs which he does 
not seem able to deal with. Heis earnest and oc- 
casionally effective—and oecasionally noisy. Miss 
Anderson will perform again to-night in “ The Lady 
of Lyons,” and also to-morrow night. “The 
Daughter of Roland” will be produced on Thurs- 
day evening.

MR. RAYMOND AS MAJOR BOB. 

Mr. John T. Raymond appeared at the 
Grand Opera-house last nicht in Messrs. Jessop and 
Gill’s new play, “In Paradise.”" The audience was 
large, and a portion of it was prolific in laughter 
and abundant in applause. The upper part 
of the house found much to toueh and 
move it, while the lower part watched with 
kindness the unfolding of a story that could lay no 
Messrs. 
Jessop and Gill have used as the materials of their 
joint effort an old, broken-down victim of strong 
drink who committed a murder, happily before the 
beginning of the play: a gentleman-like gambler 
who discovers the fact and buys the daughter of 
the aged ‘offender by pledging secrecy; a young 
miner who fails to strike “pay reck’’ until after 
the gambler has secured the father’s promise, anda 
Western editor who has once studied law, and, after 
finding that he cannot make a fortune by putlish- 
ing his paper, suddenly drops into Chieago, a tucra- 
tive practice, and the middle of the gambler’s final 
movements. Out of these materials, with a few 
other elements, which were introduced because of 
the necessity of making the play last until after 
10:30, Messrs. Jessop and Gill have constructed a 
play, the character of which may be easily under- 
stood. It moves slowly at first, and afterward it 
soarcely moves atall. The inciaents, with the ex- 
ception of the termination of the second aot, 
are commonplace. The language is frequent- 
iy the simplest of street slang. There is 
no lack of lines which evoke peals of Jaughter from 
the gallery, and, if it was the object of the authors 
te please that part of the house, they are te be 
congratulated upon having achieved a truly en- 
viable success. The redeeming feature of the play 
is the fact that the characters, while common- 
place and of types that cannot be considered sub- 
jects fer profitable study, are distinctly, if some- 
what roughly, drawn. Mr. Raymond is supplied 
with a number of speeches which indicate to the 
audience that Major Bob Belter is not Colonel Sel- 
lers nor yet F. Nervy Fresh. Heis a distinct per- 
sonage, evidently a lineal descendant of Kit, the 
Arkansas Traveler,and one Salem Scudder, the 
friend of the Indian. Mr. Raymond played this 
part with his accustomed wealth of spirits, ces- 
ture, and facial expression. He succeeded in in- 
fusing life into the character, and his acting pre- 
vented the inherent weakness of the drama from be- 
coming painfully apparent. Miss Stella Boniface did 
all she could with a young woman who was M’liss 
in the first act and almost any unfortunate heroine 
afterward. John Marble,as a clerk gifted with 
great resources in the way of slang, made more 
out of the part than it deserved. Miss Lizzie 
Creesé, O. H. Barr, and George De Vere were ac- 
ceptable in their rdles. The play was well mount- 
ed, the last scene, the interior of Major Belter’s 
Chicago home, being somewhat more elaborate 
and tasteful than the frequenters ef the Grand 
Opera-house have been in the habit of seeing.

As soon as the coffee had been served Mr. Bur- 
den introduced Prof. Silliman, whom he said was 
one of the highest living authorities upon the sub- 
ject which had been specialiy selected as the theme 
of debate for the evening—sorghum. Prof, Silli- 
man then gavean exhaustive account of the results 
of the labors of a committee of the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences, which, under the encouragement 
of the Department of Agriculture, had during the 
past year been actively engaged in investigating 
the history. cultivation, and uses of sorghum. He 
eaid that sorghum had perhaps, without excep- 
tion, a more antique history, a more venerable 
record, than almost any other plant, even than 
wheat and barley. It went back to the dimmest 
dawn of history. He bad been also greatly sur- 
prised to find recently, in conversation with Siz 
George Campbell, who had been for over 30 years 
Governor-General of the Presidency of Bengal, 
that sorghum, and not rice, was to-day the 
staple food of the many millions of India. Oniy 
about 40,000,000 of Hindus along the coast subsisted 
on rice, while 300,000,000 in the interior relied 
mainly, if not exclusively, upon sorghum. The 
great advantage of sorghum as a sugar-producing 
plant was that it could be grown in every part of 





the Union. There was now no more trouble 
in extracting the juice than from the 
sugar-cane. and the various causes of 


former failures were being gradually discovered 
and remedied, One of those causes was that the 
sorghum had been harvested before it had perfect- 
ly reached maturity. and another. that it had been 
allowed to lie for days or weeks after it had been 
cat before it was manufactured. whereas it should 
have been put through the mill within 12 hours 
after it had been gathered. 

Commissioner Loring was the next speaker. He 
aliuded in highly complimentary terms to the 
fruits of the labors of the committee of which 
Prof. Silliman wasa member. For 25 years there 
had been a diligent and enthusiastic and de- 
voted and determined effort’to show that sorghum 
Was as good a sugar-preducing plant as sugar cane, 
and now the real value of this erop was becoming 
known. There was, however, still plenty of room 
for vigorous pioneer work in pushing the cultive- 
tion of this plant. for so far as he had been abie to 
learn, after sending out 2,500 circulars to every 
county in this country, there had last year been 
made from sorghum only 550.000 pounds of 
sugar and 12,000,000 gallons of molasses, while from 
sugar cane there had been made 273,000,000 pounds 
of sugar and 15.000,000 gallons of molasses. Dr. 
Loring then alluded to the love of the land that 
seemed an ireradicable instinct with Ameri- 
cans, and closed by saying that he trusted 
Congress would make a suitable appropriation 
for the representation of this country at the 
coming exhibition of animals at Hamburg. He 
was confident that the people in Europe would 
be astonished to find that American Jerseys were 
now a finer breed of cattle than the stock from 
which they came. Our hogs and horses were also 
far superior to anything to be found on the other 
side of the ocean. The “ Farmers’’ separated at 
nearly midnight after a bighly instructive and 
pleasant evening. 


THE PROPOSED NEW ROTEL IN QUEBEC. 

After three years of unavoidable delay, the 
work on the new Princess Hotel, in Quebec, which 
is designed to be the largest caravansary in the 
Dominion of Canadéa, is about to be begun, and the 
hotel will be ready for guests by the Summer of 


1884. Mr. John A. Wood, of this City, the architect 
who designed the plans of the building, received a 
dispatch yesterday from Willis Russell, who is to 
manage the hotel aud is at the head of the com- 
pany whieh is to build it, stating that the original 
site proposed has been secured, with a frontage of 
250 feet on Dufferin-terrace, and that bids for the 
work will be called for immediately. A full 
description of this magnificent hotel was pub- 
lished in Tae Trees of May, 13, 1881. It is 
to be of brick, seven stories hixh, with 
trimmings of a grayish stene quarried near 
Malabaie. a watering place on the St. Lawrence, 
90 miles distant. The two frontages will overloox 
the Place d’Armes. a handsome public square, and 
the St. Lawrence River. The length of the build- 
ing will be 228 feet andits breadth 145 feet, and at 
the northern and southern extremities ef the 
imain structure will be wings, each six stories high. 
Many of the features of the pians were adopted 
by the architect at the suggestion of the Princess 
Louise, who has takea a great interest in the work 
since the inception of the project. There will be 
240 rooms for guests, eaeh of which wil!) command 
a fine view of points of historical interest around 
Quebec. The work of building the new hotel will 
be done under the supervision of the architect, 
and when it is completed Quebec will have one 
of the finest hotels in America. It is estimated 
that the cost of the structure will be about 
$500,000, and the money has all been secured in 
the Dominion of Canada.

The allegation in the com- 
plaint is one of unfaithfulnessto marriage vows, and 
a counter charge of a similar nature is made by the 
defendant against his wife.

| stricken with paralysis, but by careful treatment 
and a cessation from labor he recovered so as to 
| partially discharge the duties of his position, but 


last he resigned the administration of affeirs into

| the hands of the standing committee of the dio- 
cese. This was followed by a fitful recuperation 
of energy, and friends thought the Bishop was 
again to resume his wonted activity, but on Thurs- 
day last he slipped and fell on the icy sidewalk, 
precipitating a second stroke of paraiysis, which 
ended fatally last evening. The Bishop died at the 
residence of his brother, R. L. Talbott, with whom 

he had made his home since the death of his wife, 
@ year ago. 

| _ Joseph C. Talbott was born in Alexandria, Va., 
Sept. 5, 1816, of Quaker parents, and educated at 
Alexandria Academy. He removed to the West in 
1835 and settled in Louisville, where for several 
years he was engaged in mercantile and banking 
pursuits. He was baptize: io Christ Craurch by 
the Rev. William Jackson in 1837, and soon after- 
ward was confirmed as a communicant in the 
Episcopal church by Bishop D. D. Smith. 
In 1838 he married Anna M., only daughter of Capt. 


Samuel Waris, United States Army. In 1843 he 
became a candidate for holy orders. He was: or- 
dained Deacon in 1846 and priest in 1848. As 
Deacon he began founding a third parish 
in Louisville, und for seven years he 
served as Rector of St. John’s Church, built 
by his efforts. In January, 1853. he came 


to Indianapolis as Rector of Christ Church, and 
there too he served seven years, and also built the 
present house of worship. His consecration as 
Missionary Bishop of the North-west took place in 
1860. This service éccupied his time five years. By 
@ unanimous vote of the convertion in August, 


1885, Bishop Talbott was chosen assistant 
sjishop of the Diocese of Indiana, and 
in October took up the administration of 


the duties of the position. He was virtually the 
executive head of the diocese from that time on, 
the venerable Bishop Upfold being too feeble to 
take an active part in the new management of 
affairs, and at the latter's death, in 1872, he be- 
came such in name. Re was invested with the 
degree of D. D. by the Western University of 
Pennsylvania. In 1854 and in 1867, while a member 
of the ;Council of Anglican Bishops at Lambeth, 
England, the degree of LL. D. was conferred by 
the University of Cambridge. Bishop Talbott was 
aman of rugged frame, almost a typical English- 
man in appearance.

"EVENTS INTHE METROPOLIS 


A QUESTION OF CONFIDENCE. 
(MR. WALCOTT IN HIS STOMACH, MR. MOFFATT 
IN MR. WALCOTT, MR. CASE IN THE BIBLE. 

At Gabe Caso’s, yesterday, at 4:30 P. M., 
Mr. W. S. Walcott began on his ninth brace of quail, 
and such was his devotion and energy that in six- 
teen minutes only a little heap of skimpy bones in 
Rsoup-plate remained as witnesses of the feast. 
The tremendous feat whieh Mr. Walcott is attempt- 
ing. and on the success or failure of which a large 
sum of money depends, is to eat two quails at a 
given bour each day for 30 consecutive days. If 
he is derelict even to the extent of one quail, 


or any edibdie portion thereof, the money is forfeit. 
Mr. Gabe ao a is wel! known, is the skeptic 
whom Mr. Walcott is now trying to convert. Mr. 
Dase is a profound and constant Bible student, and 
in the course of his midnight researches he 
stumbled upon Numbers, xi., 31-34, whieh sets 
forth that the children of Israel omce tried to 
Seveura flock of quail, and were smitten by a 
plague even while the meat was between their 
teeth. Upon this text Mr. Case bases his 
theory that no man caa eat quail steadily 
and live Some time ago he discussed the mat- 
ter with anotser eminent theologian, named 
James Moffatt, who differed so materially from 
Mr. Case that a wager of $350 was put up, and Mr, 
Walcott’s stomach was selected as the field of 
tournament in which the question was to be set- 
tied. Mr. Waleott’s appearance, like that of mest 
sreat men, is deceptive. He is small. as was Na- 
poleon, spare as Herry Clay, and reticent as Gen. 
Grant. Were it not for the conscious power which 
palpably shines through bis slow moving gray eyes 
the casul observer might tuke him to be a jockey 
in good condition brought about by steady applica- 
tion to turtie soup and good chowder. His record 
is one of which he may weil be proud, for not only 
is he the only man living who has won $500 by eat- 
ing one quzila day for 30 days—at a Sixth-avenue 
pyster-house in 1878—but also he has maintained 
the position ever since of being the champion swal- 
lower of clams aed turtle soupinthe country. 
As the hour approached yesterday Mr. Walcott's 
jaw set with determination and his eye shone with 
the gaudiurn certaminis.

It was neatly set and 
was garnished with two boiled onions, three baked 
potatoes, some green peas, and the two quail laid 
Dut on two slabs of toast. In the centre of the 
dish was a pyramid of carved carrots, from the 
red eminence of which the head of one of the un- 
fortunate birds gazed with evident sorrow and _re- 
proach. “flaif-past 4!” shouted a timer,ana Mr. Wal- 
cott plunged bis fork imto quail No. 1. He tore off 
a leg, fondled with it as one would with a pet flute, 
and in seven seconds onlva bone remained. He 
ripped off a wing and that went. He carved the 
breast, hid it a second under bis upper lip. and lo, 
it was gone. The other wing und leg followed 
more leisurely, aud the last remnants were boed 
togetber and shoveled up with the knife ancl were 
no more. By this time the enthusiasm of .the by- 
Standers was tremendous, and Mr. Walcott took 
a drink and attacked the second bird. This he ate 
with more deliberation, occasion.lly moistening 
portions of it with gravy. At 4:46 mot a scrap of it 
temained put the teet and bones. Mr. Merchant 
Williams is a brunette gentiemaa from Petersburg, 
Va. His cuty in the present trying emergency istolay 
the table, bring on the quail, avswer questions, 
watch Mr. Walcott eat, water at the mouth as the 
@tpcrimeat goes on, and smack his lips when the 
last bird has vanisked. This Barmecide feast is 
pnjoyed by Mr. Williams to an amazing extent, as 
is likewise the reputation he has deservedly won 
by his connection with the affair. He stood by 
Festerday while the spread gradually vanished 
ander the plying of Mr. Walcott’s nimble fingers 
and grinned until the gold filling in his right hand 
Eront tooth shone like Golconda. “Do you think 
he will win?’ whispered a gentleman standing 
near. Mr. Williams grinned again. “I got fo’ 
dollars on de result er dis quail worry, and I won't 
take no discount, Sab.” This shows how confi- 
dence in Mr. Walcott is gaining. Sunday evening 
$500 additional was wagered by Mr. Moffatt with a 
Mr. John Doyle, and others have laid sumstoa 
large amount upon the result. The trial is far 
from being decided yet; Mr. Walcott having faith 
that his riess stomach will carry him through, 
Mr. Moffatt repesing serenely in his confidence in 
Mr. Walcott, and Mr. Case pinning his whole seul 
and pocket-book to the Scriptures.

CODFISH OUT OF BOUNDS. 
The following dispatch was received yester- 


flay at this office: - 

To the Fditor of the Sen ox 

Codfish caught by me this morning. Six and half 

pounds, First ever caught here. 

. Capt. JACOB LEROY. 
-Mr. E. G. Blackfgrd, of Fulton Market, to whom 
the dispatch was shown, said this was the first cod- 
fish he bad ever heard of being caught so far up 
the river. Codfish was seldom captured inside of 
Sandy Hook, but once in a great while they were 


caught in the Bay below the Battery. It would be 
interesting to know whether the fish was male or 
female, to indicate whether it was looking for a 
wing ground. Codfish come on the coast in 
NoVember for spawning and remain until Spring 
in shallow piaces. When the dog-fish arrive on the 
mnd the codfish take French leave. Mr. Black- 
ord said that codfish had been plenty during the 
st 20 days in the vicinity of Rockaway and Coney 
and. They cannot live in water filled with fine 
lee Or snow, which would prevent them from run- 
ning up the Bay. This codfish, however, Mr. Black- 
ford tancied, took a picnic up the river all by him- 
self in spite of such trifies. He added that the 
catch of codfish off Sheepshead Bay and Rock- 
way tallied 10,000 to 20,000 pounds aday. The 
Jnited States Fisn Commissioner is at work under 
Mr. Blackford’s direction taking eggs of the cod- 
Ash. After impregnation they are put in the water 
at Rockaway and Sandy Hook, The number ef 
ges has reached 25,000,000.

ABUSE OF THE GRAND JURY ROOM. 
HOW CLERK HENRY C. ALLEN RUNS THE DIS- 
TRICT ATTORNEY'S OFFICE. 


Judge Gilderslesve, in his eharge to the 
Grand Jury at the opening of the vresent term, 
condemned, as his associates on the bench have in- 
variably done, the practice of bringing complaints 
before the Grand Jury which rightly belong to the 
Police Justices—in other words, of using the Grand 
Jury chamber as a Police Court, unless in extreme 
cases, where the ends of Justice would be defeated 
by adopting any other course. “ The practice,” 
his Honor said, “ is not to be encouraged. The Po- 


lice magistrates are competent officials, and they 
are paid to discharge the duties of examining pri- 
marily into all cases. It is fairerand better to ac- 
cused persons that they should have the opportunity 
of being heard before magistrates where they can be 
represented by counsel, and call witnesses on their 
own behalf. It is far better than that your body 
should pass, in the first instance, upon charges 
made against citizens. I commend you, in such 
cases, to exercise more care and make more dili- 
gent inquiry than in cases where the facts had 
already been inquired into by a committing maz- 
istrate.” : 

In the face of these explicit instructions the 
Grand Jury room has been used as a magistrate’s 
court, in a trivial case, which properly belonged to 
a Police magistrate, while scores of complaints for 
high grades of crime were awaiting disposal at the 
hands of the Grand Jury. Mr. Henry C. Allen, in- 
dictment clerk in the District Attorney's office, who 
evidently “runs” the entire establishment, on Fri- 
day sent before the ;Grand Jury a case of common 
assault. The complainant was 2 man named Lynch, 
who, ina quarrel! over the purchase of some clothing, 
claimed to bave been assaulted by the Delury 
Brothers, tailors, on Sixth-avenue. Tbe Grand 
Jury declined to investigate the matter on Friday. 
Yesterday again Lynck was sent before them, and 
on his ex parte star-chamber testimony an indict- 
ment for assault of the lowest grade was found 
against Jobn F. Delury, Joseph Delury, and Wil- 
liam Leonard, an employe. Aithough the Delurys 
are well-known business men and would, of course, 
not dream of running away from an indictment for 
misdemeanor. but would promptly appear in court 
if notified, Mr. Allen bad bench warrants for their 
arrest issued last evening and given to Detectives 
Reilly and Von Gerichten fo execute. Should the 
defendants be arrested, they will be brought up in 
the Court of General Sessionsto-day. Their indict- 
ment is looked upon as a gross abuse of the power 
of the Grand Jury, which District Attorney Mc- 
Keon, bad he known it, would scarcely have per- 
mitted. A motion will be made to quash the in- 
dictment obtained by such unusual and, to say the 
least, questionable methods and to send the matter 
before a Police magistrate.

Richard Croker; Secretaries—Thomas F. Gilroy, 
Edward M. Plum, Abraham Bernard, M. F. Mo- 
Laughlin, and Moritz Hertzburger; Treasurer— 
John J. Gorman; Sergeant-at-Arms—George Cofiin. 
The entire ticket wat unanimously elected, and 
Mr. Kelly was received with rapturous applause by 
his faithful henchmen as he was escorted to the 
chair by Police Justice Duffy. On account of the 
lateness of the hour Mr. Kelly said that he wou!d 
not make a speech, but would proceed at onee to 
business. The only business tramsacted was the 
passage of two resolutions, one thanking Mayor 
Edson for promoting Democratic harmony by his 
late nominations and the Board of Aldermen for 
confirming them, and pledging the continued sup- 
port of Tammany to the Mayor and the board, and 
the other fixing the hour for the meeting of the 
Committee on Organization in future at 8 P. M.

AN ALLEGED SWISS DEFAULTER. 
Deputy United States Marshal Bernhard ap- 
peared before Commissioner Osborne, yesterday, 
with a prisoner alleged to be Frederiek Roth, for 


whose extradition ademand bas been made by 
Jacob Bertschmann, Swiss Consul in this City. Mr. 
Bertsehmann said that Roth, whe was a Major in 
the Swiss Army, was tke military tax collector in 
the District ot Berne, and that about Dec, 27 last. 
he fled from Wangen with about 14.000f. of taxes 
he had collected. Om Sunday Deputy Marshal 
Bernhard boarded the steamer Rhynland, of the 
Red Star Line, as she was moving up the Bay. He 
pretended to be in search of a good cupyist, and 
soon got into conversation with Roth, who wanted 
to get a situation, Bernhard asked him to 
show him a sample of his handwriting, and Roth 
wrote on an envelope his own name, Thereupon 
Bernhard arrested kim. Koth had siouwed himself 
away on the Rbynland at Antwerp, and after the 
steamer had sailed he came out and paid his pas- 
sage, registering himself as Julius Schweizer. Mar- 
shal Bernhard found on the prisoner a diary giving 
the dates of his leaving Wangen and arrivals at 
Basel and Antwerp. He said to Bernhard that his 
bondsmen would be held responsible for the loss of 
money to the Government. When brought before 
Commissioner Osborne, he said that bis name was 
Schweizer and not Roth, and that he was an agent 
for a provision dealer. The Commissioner assigned 
him counse! and remanded him until! 3 o’clock this 
afternoon, when the Swiss Consul will appear to 
prove the prisoner's identity.
